' @ publisher, of No. 757 Broadway, was |

robbed of a large amount of bonds. Mr. 
Treat at the time was in Chicago, 
and at once returned to this 
city. He did not suspect any of his 
employés of robbing him, and could give no 
clew whatever to the thief or the way in 


which the securities were taken from 
his office. The bonds. comprised fifty 
shares of New York Central  Kail- 
road stock, fifty Metropolitan  Ele- 
vated Kailroad shares, five mortg bonds 
ot the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad of 
$1,000 each, 151 shares of the Ohio Central 
Railroad, and four income bonds of the Ohio 
Central, valued at $1,000. The person just 
arrested for the crime, known to the 
police’ as “the Doctor,” gives his 
pame as David G. Bliss, and formerly 
confined his operations to_ shoplifting. 
* The Doctor” managed to effect the ro 
bery by playimg the book-agent role on Mr. 
Treat’s clerk, Mr. Roddy, and appeared to 
be very familiar with Cincinnati. When 
the detectives learned this they remembered 
that “the Doctor,” who had been a medical 
student in Cincinnati, and who was 
implicated in a bond robberyin boston in 
1880, had been seenin this city. Mr, Roddy’s 
description fitted him exactly, and an active 
search was at once instituted. “The Doc- 
tor” was shadowed successfully, and 
was seen to visit the office of a 
down-town broker daily. When arrested 
and taken to police headquarters, he gave 
the name of Bliss, and denied al) knowledge 
of the bond robbery. After being locked up 
he concluded to make a clean breast of it. He 
said that he did net intend to steal when he 
entered Mr. Treat’s office, but the exposed 
bonds in the safe were too much for him to 
resist. Through information given by him 
the detectives reeovered all of the stolen se- 
curities, and they were yesterday returned 
to Mr. Treat. “The Doctor” hails from 
the South and (“is 56 years of 
age. lle is said to belong to 
an excellent family, and at one time held an 
important Government position. He will 
probably be sentenced to a term of not more 
than five years. It is said that the police will 
arrest the parties with whom “the Doctor” 
was negotiating for the sale of the bonds. 


“MISAPPROPRIATION.” 
THE TOBIAS BROTHERS MYSTERIOUSLY DIS- 
APPEAR. 

New York, April 9.—[Special.|—Some- 
thf fag of sensation was created in Wall street 
today by the statement that there had been 
a large misuse of trust funds by an op 
erator in stocks. Finally the reports con- 
nected the names of Henry H. Tobias and his 
brother Washington Tobias with the mis- 
appropriation. They are the sons of Mrs. 
Hermione Tobias, the widow of the late 
Alfred Tobias, who resides at No. 12 East 
Forty-eighth street, with whom they lived, 
An uncle of the young men, who are 
about 32 and 35 years old, respect 
ively, was credited with saying that they 
had taken over $100,000 belgnging to the 
estate and left the city, They ‘were made the 
trustees of the estate on the death of their 
father, seven or eight years ago. The 
amount left in their control was said to be 
much over $1,000,000, mostly in bond, mort- 
gage, aud real estate, but a good share of it 
was in negotiable securities. Their mother 
had placed the entire affairs in their hands, 
and they were left free to manage them as 
they chase. Inquiry was made at the house 
in Fo ‘ighth street, 
declined to say anything on the sub- 
ject. The servant who .came to the 
door was asked howlong the young men 
had been away. There are four sons and one 
daughter in the family. Without asking 
which ones were referred to the servant re- 
plied that she did not know, as_ sie 
had been in the service of Mrs. ‘To- 
bias only two days. Albert Hendricks, 
an uncle of the young men, lives at No. 404 
Fifth avenue. Ue was asked if bis nephews 
had taken $100,000 or more belonging to the 
estate and fled, andif he had stated such to 
be the case. His reply was that he had no 
statement to make. A friend of the family 
suid that he had been informed that the 
young men had lost the amount named in 
speculation in Wall street, and he hag 
heard that they had been addict- 
ed tos gambling. There was, however, he 
said, plenty left, and the deficiency wouid 
simply come out of the portign falling to the 
young men. There would be no loss except 
to themseives, and the informant said the 
matter would probably go no further. He 
did nut kuow where the young men were. 
A broker with whom the young 


“men dealt said they sustained no losses in 


their transactions with him to speak of, 
They were not very careful-in their opera- 
tions, and the broker did not seem surprised 
to hear they were accused of using the money 
of the estate... An active speculator in the 
street who knew of the speculations said 
they dealt in 3,000 and 4,000 shares a day, 
and as nearly as he could find out they 
were oftener “ wrong’”’ than “right” on the 
market. ‘They traded in no particular stock, 
but appeared to take pretty near the whole 
list. From the head of another huuse, with 
which the young men used to have an ace 
count, an entirely different story was ob- 
tained. The gentleman said the young men 
closed their account with him in Novem- 
ber. They did not keep up _ their 
margins. ‘Their losses, the gentleman felt 
warranpted in saying, did not exceed $20,000 
or $30,000, and it would not affect the estate 
at all, as it would come out of their 
own share. He said that Mrs. Tobias 
brought her husband most of his money, 
and he estimated the estate at $300,000. He 
feit sure that the young men were in the 
city. He said he saw one of thein today, 
and ascertained froma note that he sent 
to the house that the other one 
had not gone away. The men 
were habitués at the Windsor and DVelmoni- 
co’s. It was said at Delmonico’s that they 
had not been therein two or three weeks, 
They were usually there in the evening. 
They were said not to have been 
seen about the Windsor for some 
time. At one time they were in 
the brokerage business, and Llenry, the old- 
est brother, was a member of the Stock Ex- 
change. The business was not continued 
very jong, and the seat was sold, it was said, 
for $6,000. There was a great dealof talk last 
night at the Windsor about affair, 
but it was mostly wild speculation. The 
figures were put as high as $250,000. One 
statement was that the young men in their 
reported flignt had taken with them a large 
amount of money belonging to their mother. 
The belief was that they had gone to Europe. 
Nearly every broker and speculator seemed 
to know them. The young men are members 
of one of the most respected Hebrew fami- 
lies, It was said that the matter would have 
been kept a family affair but for the 
disaffection of the other brothers, 
who permitted it to gO out. 
Among the other stories regarding 
the young men was one about their gambling 
proclivities. Washington was said to have 
lost $18,000 in a single night’s play at the 
Turf Club. The game, according to 
the statement, was baccarat, which 
was stopped when the name of the club was 
recently changed to the Madison Club. It 
was made known to Washington that his 
resignation would be accepted and he with- 
drew from the club, 


MAIL ROBBERY. 
EIGHTEEN REGISTERED LETERS STOLEN. 
New York, April 8—([Special.]—The 

Times tomorrow will have the following? 
Eighteen registered letters were stolen from 
the post-office in Brooklyn Saturday morn- 
ing. They came in the morning mails, and 
were all addressed to one concern, which is 
engaged in the manufacture of electric 
goods. The letiers had been packed in a 
bunch, held together with a rubber band, as 
is the custom, and lay on the long 
main desk in the registered-letter de- 
partment on the second floor -of the 
building. Maj. T. M. K. Mills, who is in 
charge of the department, was not in the 
building at the time, and the loss was discov- 
ered by subordinate clefks at about 11 o’clock. 
A high iron screen Axtends up from the 
desk in the registry department, and the per- 
son who took the letters must have been in 
the inclosure. He could not have reached 
in through the openings, which are 
too small. Postmaster McLeer said last 
hight that the pecuniary loss was 
insignificant, but it was the circumstance— 
the fact that the letters were stolen—that 
was annoying. The concern to which the 


letters were -sent was communicated 
with. it was ascertained that they were 
all from individuals, and none from agents, 
therefore they did not contain large amounts. 
They were thought to contain only from $1 
to $L.50 each. Whatever the loss was, Col. 
McLeer said, would be sustained by the Post- 
master. ‘Ihe names of the senders were in 
his possession, and they would be informed 
of the theftin order that the amounts in the 
letters might be made good. There was, of 
cuurse, something mysterious abort the dia.

Morton . was making 
up his cash account preparatory to deposit- 
ing the day’s receipts in the bank. While he 
was engaged in counting the money, 
amounting to about $3,000, he was 
summoned to the money-order depart- 
ment. Before he left the room he 
placed the inoney in his desk, leaving Chief 
Cierk William H. Debevoise in charge of the 
oflice, During Mr. Morton’s absénce a 
well-dressed stranger entered the room 
and = made inquiries of Mr. Debe- 
voise in regard to a missing letter. 


_ Mr. Debevoise stepped to the speaking-tube 


and summoned Mr. McKee, the Chief Clerk 
of the Missing-Letter Departinent. When 
he turned to leave the tube the 
stranger was standing at his elbow. 
Mr. Debevoise thought nothing of the 
circumstance at the moment, but it 
recurred to him when Mr. Morton returned 
and announced that $2,500 ot the money he 
had jeft in eharge of Mr. Debevoise was 
nissing. The police were promptly notified, 
pur Une failed to discover any trace of the 
robber.

The object is to 
coustruct lines of telegraph throughout the 
United States and adjacent countries to con- 
vey telephone mossages for railway pur- 
peses. ‘The capital stock is fixed at $2,500,- 
000, but it may be increased to $5,000,000,

FOOD PROSPECTS. 


The South west. 

LittLe Rock, Ark., April 9.—[Special.|— 
Advices received today from al! the impor- 
tant cattle centres in the Southwest indicate 
unusual activity. In Arkansas there are 
some 13,000 gattle ready for shipment, owned 
principally by Charlies M. McClellan, Bb. Q. 
& Bb. H. Campbell, Thomas P. James, Leon- 
ard Brothers, Hedges & Black, Maj. Mc- 
Dowell, andG. H. Byram. The bulk of these 
cattle will be taken ‘to the Indian Country 
and the remainder to Texas. The cattle are 
in good condition, and range from yearlings 
up to 4year-olds. ‘They were bought 
mainly in Arkansas, though some of them 
came from the border counties of 
Louisiana and Missouri. Careful estimates 
show that Arkansas will furnish more than 
25,000 cattle Ior the market this season. 
Prices are high, with an upward tendency, 
the sharp competition among buyers causing 
a rapid advance. Since the season opened 
$13 to $15 per head has been paid for year- 
lings, While older and better grades have 
commanded proportionate prices. 

Buyers in North Louisiana report cattle 
searce and -prices high. Maj. Cramer, of 
Hearn, Tex., is gathering a herd of sev- 
eral thousand in the diiferent parishes, and 
Will start With them shortly for the 
Lone Star State. Cattle are in prime order, 
the grass and cane affording them abundant 
sustenance. Stockmen estimate that from 
10,000 to 15,000 head will be placed on the 
trail from this State. :. 

In the Pan-Handle region of Texas, as well 
as all the cattle-grazing countryin the State, 
stockmen anticipate an unusually -brisk 
season. The cattle passed through the win- 
ter well, the losses amounting to very jittle.

‘Lhe ludian ceuntry appears destined to be 
the great cattle mart. lumeuse herds will 
be quartered inthe Cherokee Nation, despite 
the rather heayy tax levied on cattle. It is 
estimated that not less than 200,000 cattle 
will be congregated in this nation alone dur- 
ing the pres@nat season, The _ Chero- 
kee Strip has been nearly all occu- 
pied by private interests, and wire fences 

laced around the various claims. The 
McClellan Cattle Company have fenced over 
200,000 acres, and will herd 30,000 cattle upon 
this land. Maj. Drum has also a pasture 
forty miles square, and will put 50,000 cattle 
in the inclosure. Messrs. Ford & Leonard, 
Thomas Hutton, Maj. McDowell, and others, 
have large pastures under fence, Cattle are 
reported in fine’order. The Choctaws and 
other tribes have passed stringent laws to 
prevent the introduction of cattle on their 
lands, and a speeia!l session of both the 
Cherokee and Choctaw Councils have been 
called to take further action in relation to 
the grazing jands. belonging to these tribes.

‘The season is fairly opened, and 
from this time forward cattle movements 
will attract general p tention.

Macon, IIl., April 9.—[Special.]—The rains 
of the last week have made the wheat fields, 
meadows, and pastures green.

VANDALIA, Ill., April 9.—[Special.]—The 
summer Sun and the recent spring rains are 
developing the true condition of the growing 
wheat. Considerable speculations have been 
indulged in as to the many causes and prob- 
able damage done this cereal. The testi- 
mony of an expert is no longer needed to 
convince the most sanguine that a half crop, 
if that, cannot be grown. Where the wheat 
appears dead, it is dead forever; and in cor- 
roboration of this fact farmers aré in many 
places plowing up their wheat with a view 
to spring-seeding. ‘lo witness this is a rare 
occurrence, as this is one of the best wheat- 
growing counties in southern Lllinvis.

Company.

Union Bricklayers Equally Confident 
that Master Masons Can’t Do 
Without Them. 


FPallure of Williston, Kaight & Co., of 
New York. 
New York, April 9.—|Special.]|—Horatio 


-G. Knight, of East Hampton, Mass., and 


Frank P. Tenney, composing the firm of 
Williston, Knight & Co., of Nos. 74 and 76 
Worth street, today made an assignment, 
without preferenve, to John M. Wardwell, 
of this city, formerly a member of the firm. 
The assignment made a considerable sensa- 
tion in financial and business circles, because 
the firm was one that was rated high, at 
from $300,000 to $500,000. They were the 
selling agents here for the Willis- 
ton & Knight Company. proprietors 
of the extensive Covered Button Works 
at East Hampton, Mass., and of 
the Mill River Ivory Button Works at Leeds 
(Northampton), Mags. These works were 
founded by the late Henry Williston, one of 
the most pliilanthropie and enterprising 
business-men Massachusetts ever had. Hor- 
atio G. Knight, the head of the firm here 
and President of the Williston & Knight 
Company, is very highly esteemed through- 
out Massachusetts, of which State he has 
served as Lieutenant-Governor two or three 
terms. The Massachusetts factories have 
for many years been doing a large and very 
profitable business, and the plant is 
an extremely valuable one. Associ- 
ated. with the Williston & Knight Com- 
pany as Treasurer and a member 
of the firm of Williston, Knight & Co., of 
this city, until Feb. 15, was H. Williston 
Knight, son of ex-Gov, Knight, and the tinan- 
clal manager of the house here and of the 
Massachusetts firm. A disagreement be- 
tween the father and son as to the way 
in which the latter had been conduct- 
ing the financial affairs led to the re- 
tirement of the son from the firm. 
The father did not suspect there was 
any irregularities in his son’s accounts until 
the last week. He had been pained by hear- 
ing that his son had been leading a life not 
wholly consonant with the Massachusetts 
idea of are riety, and rather beyond his 
means. He had also heard that his son had 
been speculating. These methods of life, 
at variance with the father’s ideas 
of business life, led to remonstrances 
which terminated in the open rupture 
and the young man’s retirement from 
the firm. Five weeks ago young. Knight ap- 
peared at the store for the last time. His 
present whereabouts are unknown to. his 
father, but it is believed that he sailed for 
Kurope on the Alaska oa March 7 with an 
unknown woman, believed to be an English 
actress. Since his disappearance it has been 
learned that young r. Knight bad in his 
capacity as financial agent made and negoti- 
ated. commercial paper to a considerable 
amount, to which he had affixed the 
name of the firm. The money de- 
rived from the negotiation of this 
paper is supposed to have been used 
by bih in personal speculation in Wall 
street. What amountof this fraudulently- 
issued paper has been put in the market is 
not yet definitly known, but paper of this 
character to the amount of $75,000 is known 
to be in existente. This was today stated 
by Horatio G. Knight to be the only amount 
he could definitly state as to the extent of 
his son’s misappropriation of funds, though 
there are contingent liabilities of between 
$20,000 and $30,000, which will, in the event 
of these proving a total loss, bring the extent 
of the defalcation and loss up to about 
$100,000, 

The paper made by young Knight was ne- 
gotiated by Martin & Leask, No. 44 Wall 
street, who were the brokers for the firm, anda 
who had no knowledge but that the paper 
was honestly issued and for business pur- 
poses. It was sold mainly to Boston and 
other New England banks, where the paper 
of the firm was known as “ gilt-edge paper,” 
and was readily negotiable. 

Mr. Horatio G, Knight stated today that 
the affairs of the firms of Williston, Knight 
& Co. and of the Williston & Knight Com- 
pany were so intermingled that it would be 
some days before the affairs could be straight- 
ened out anda statement of the assets and 
liabilities be obtained, It is believed the 
creditors will suffer no loss in the eventual 
setulement of affairs. ‘Rie firm was founded 
by Samuel Williston over fifty years ago. 

Young Mr. Knight was known asa bold 
and frequently successful operator on Wall 
street, and thougn he lived expensively it 
was supposed, if the matter was ever given a 
thought, that his income was fully sufficient 
to warrant his mode of life. 

lt was said today that the liabilities were 
between $400,000 and $500,000, but no partic- 
ulars as to the assets could be given. ‘The 
failure was caused by having too much 
money in real estate and by depreciation. In 
regard to the reports in circulation today in 
the Swanip, that there had been irregularity 
in connection with the paper,it was stated that 
there were no irregularities in the issue of 
notes. None had been left in brokers’ hands 
but what they had received the proceeds for, 
and all were accounted for. 

Young Knight has been living a rather ex- 
travagant life forsome time past, and the 
remonstrances of his father led to a coolness 
between them, and this was followed by an 
open breach between father and son last 
fall, when young Knight left his wife, 
who is reported to be a handsome, refined, 
and cultivated lady, whom he married in 
Louisville, Ky., and by whom he has had 
three children, all of whom, with their 
mother, are now living in this city. The 
young man has been carrying on _ his 
peculations with a wonderfully bold hand 
as further investigations show, not only in 
the negotiation of the firm’s paper, but in the 
abstracting of funds from the firm’s bank ac- 
count. An examination of the check-books 
shows that checks have been torn out 
in large numbers and used by young 
Knight personally; the stubs against the 
checks being marked ** destroyed,” “ torn,” 
** defaced,” and in similar ways to give the 
impression that such checks had been ruined 
wile being taken from the book, or while 
being made out. It was with thechecks thus 
abstracted that the paper of the jfirm 
and company were met at maturity, 
and balances apparently made correct. ‘The 
discounts on the fraudulently-made paper 
were in each instance charged to his person- 
al account. The transactions did not appear 
upon the bank-books of the firm or company 
by his clever system of operating. 
The portion of the money that was 
spent was expended in high living and in the 
support of a woman living in Brooklyn, and 
who is supposed to have accompanied him to 
Europe. It is also asserted that young 
Knight lost considerable sums of morey at 

okér, which he played almost exclusively 
u @rooklyn, which city was the scene 
of most of his carousals. 

By taise representations young Knight late- 
ly succeeded in securing $30,000 on Sis per- 
sonal notes from the Central National Bank 
of this oy and in doing so hypothecated the 
stuck of the Williston & Knight Company. 

Suspension of a St. Louis Miller. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 9.—[Special.]—Much 
excitement was causedon ’Change this after- 
noon by the failure of George Bain, the 
prominent miller, and one of the most popu- 
lar mem bers of the Merchants’ Exchange. 
Mr. Bain was met at his office on Commer- 
cial street, and he talked freely about the 
matter, not showing any desire for conceal- 
ment. “I am hard up,” he said, “and 
Il have suspended for a time. But I own 
clear of debt twice as mucn money as the 
amount i owe. I will pay every dollar of 
my incebtedness with interest, and that, too, 
in a very short time. Nobody will have to 
wait very long for his money.” 

‘“* What was the cause of the suspension ?” 
he was asked, 

“Only the vicissitudes of the business, 
nothing more. I have not lost one singie 
dollar in speculation—not one dollar. { have 
spent a great deal of money lately. I have 
built the big Atlantic Mills, and 1 run the 
Phenix Mills and the City Mills too. you

The Bricklayers and Stonemasons as 
Determined as Ever—A Manifesto. 
Upwards of a thousand striking members 

of the Bricklayers’ and Stonemasons’ As- 
sociation assembled in Greenebaum’s Hall 
last evening for the purpose of further or- 
ganizing their forces in the warfare against 
the bosses. Resolutions were adopted con- 
tinuing the strike, and each and every mem- 
ber of the union pledged himself to remain 
steadfast until the bosses acceded to their de- 
mand of $4 a day. 

Considerable time was taken up in listen- 
ing to the reports of the committees appoint- 
ed to ascertain the number of workmen now 
at work in the city. It was reported that not 
a single union man was at work for any of 
the non-union bosses, and con- 
tractors had been obliged to resort to hirin 
common laborers, who had been set at wor 
as stonemasons, 

A committee of seven was appointed to 
seareh out all mechanics coming to the city 
from country towns, and use their influence 
to induce such newcomers to join the union; 
also to render such aid as might be thought 
advisable to those who were in need, 


A communication was received from Au- | 


gustus Cudmore, foreman of the brickwork 
on the buildings now_ being erected by the 
new North Side Gas Company, stating that 
the published statement t the company 
would shut down work until the strike was 
over was false in every particular, as the 
work would progress rapidly until finished, 
and that the workmen would be paid at the 
rate of $4 per day. 

The meeting was prolonged until a late 
hour, during which numerous demonstrative 
and, vindictive speeches against the bosses 
were made, and the men advised not to 
flinch in their determination. : 

OUT IN A LETTER. 

The following letter is self-explaining: 

CHICAGO, April 9.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Having seen several statements in the se of 
this city relative tothe present difliculty exist- 
ing between the Bricklayers and Stonemasons’ 
Union ana the so-called Master-Mason and 
Builders’ Association, and as the latter have 
misrepresented inevery instance the true issues 
involved, thereby doing grave injustice to the 
bricklayers and stonemasons, as well as to the 
owners who intend improving their property 
this season; and believing that the public de- 
sire and bave a right to know the facts, we 
request that you will give this article 
prominence. Now, we desire to say that 
we met in a meeting called for 
the purposé on or about Jan. 1, and desired to 
establish the wayes for this season at the pre- 
vailing prices paid by these same bosses last 
season, which were $4 per day, totake effect on 
and after Aprill, 1883. We then notified the 
bosses’ union of our decision, which has been 
our custom for several yeurs, they being always 
agreed to baveit adjusted at that time. Our 
committee met alike number of their unionand 
they at that time conceded to our demands as 
regards the $4 per day, the only difference be- 
tween the committees being the hour on Satur- 
day, which we thought was of so little impor- 
tance that we withdrew our committee, not 
thinking it necessary to meet again on that 
point, thereby incurring their enmity, out of 
which has grown ali this trouble which they 
bave created. 

in their advertisement in the daily préss they 
make the assertiun that members of our union 
protest that they individually deem the position 
taken by our union wrong, and that they desire 
to go to work if they are Sure of protection. 
This is not so tor several reasons: 

First—There are no members of our union 
who want to work for less than $4 per day, pro- 
viding they can get that, and they can d will. 

Second—If they are union men they have 
— to fear, and therefore need no protec- 

on. 

Third—We desire it to be understood that we 
do not propose to allow the bosses to influence 
or two men accede to 
demands, and advertise 
they have fl large 
number to go to work at their terms without 
afairdenial. They also advertise that they will 
not employ any of our members. Now, it they 
do not employ any of our members, ana put up 
their buildings with the men who wouid or 
could be induced to take our places, then the 
people who oceupy the bulidings they erect 
ought to get their lives insured before théy oc- 
cupy them, because the bosses cannot give such 
men time enough to do their work properly, and 
want to palm such off on the owners and areni- 
tects as skilled workmen, and thereby rob the 
owners of the kind of work they con- 
tracted to do, oo union men, who are 
skilled workmen. hey have induced a 
large number of smuil contractors, who 
cannot lay any claim to being builders, to unite 
with them free of charge, and they now adver- 
tise that they willgive steady employment to 
such meno as break from our ranks. Row. fully 
oue-haif of the so-called bosses signing their ad- 
vertisement do not get enougt work to employ, 
more than two men steadily for five months be- 
cause they are not reliable menin the business. 
They bave no credit at the materiai-yards, and 
no cash to procure material to start their work 
should they be fortuuate enough to get a con- 
tract. lu many instances when they do 
get; & contract it is only to get an 
estimate and clear out without either 
paying the material,jmen, or their employés, 
thereby robbing the owners, as many of them 
can testify. Some of the most reiiabie and 
prominent builders in this city have positively 
refused -to jein their union, and are pay- 
me and have paid $4 per day to union 
men all winter, They say they are willin 
to employ union men who are skilile 
mecbanies forall their contracts, as they have 
estinated to pay $4 per day as demanded by the 
upion.

FLOOD AND STORM. 


A Terrible Tornado. 

Hot Sprines, Ark., April 9.—[Special.]— 
Intelligence reaches here of a fearfully de- 
structive cyclone in portions of Hot Springs, 
Garland, and Montgomery Counties on 
Thursday night of last week. The sections 
devastated are isolated from railroad an 
telegraphic facilities, and only meagre re- 
ports received. The storm began about 
dusk ameseveral hours later it raged with 
all itsfury. The residence of William Brown, 
a thrifty farmer on the Ouchita River, was 
entirely demolished, and the remains of Mr. 
Brown were extricated from the débris 
frightfully crushed. The extensive vine- 
yard of John Neusch, near Brown’s 
farm, also suffered total destruction. 
Neusch and wife, being infirm from old 
age, had no time to escape, and were both 
killed by the falling timbers. Neusch was 
an industrious German, and had accumulated 
alittle fortune. He hailed from Lllinois. 

At the farm of John Noonan, near the Sa- 
line, a scene ot widespread devastation is 
furnished. ‘The residence, barn, and out- 
buildings were as feathers to the furious 
wind, and nota vestige remains of them. 
The family of Mr. Noonan were fortunate 
enough to escape with their lives, although 
Mrs. Noonan was pinioned under a heavy 
log for several hou being almost dead 
when found. Several children received 
serious injuries. 

Details of a sad story reach here from the 
once fine plantation of Theodore Wilson, 
some fifteen miles distant. ‘the family were 
quite apprehensive of danger, and with the 
exception of Mr. Wilson concealed them- 
selves in the cellar. ‘The terrific gale soon 
demolished the building, and Mr. Wilson 
was crushed to death, but his family eluded 
danger. Their grief at beholding the sight 
before them was agonizing. Wilson seems 
to have been caught by the falling chimney. 
His neck was broken and skull crushed.

A number of clergymen who were absent, 
and who had also been absent from the Jan- 
uary conference, will be asked for the reasun 
ot their absence. Several clergymen pres- 
ent who were absent from the January meet- 
jug gave valid reasons for their absence and 
were excused. 

PRELIMINARY BUSINESS. 

The Rev. James Lewis, of Joliet, was 
elected Moderator for the year, and the Rev. 
Thomas J. Lemont was elected permanent 
Clerk. The Rev. R. D. Seott was chosen 
temporary Clerk. 

The Rev. P. V. Vieder, of Lake Forest, 
was admitted as a member of the Chicago 
Presbytery. 

The Clerk was instructed to prepare a list 
of the names of members who had been ab- 
sent from the meetings for two years. 

The Rev. J. E. Wright asxed for letters of 
dismissal from the presbytery, together with 
a letter of recommendation, as he hati re- 
ceived and accepted a call to the pastorate of 
the Market Street Presbyterian Church of 
Germantown, Pa. 

Mr. James A. Belden, a student in .the 
Presbyterian Thevlogical Seminary, was 
called up by the Moderatwr, and, after an- 
swering certain questions’ proposed tu him 
ina satisfactory Manner, was declared a 
regular member of the presbytery and li- 
censed to preach in New York State during 
the summer vacation. 

THE FREEDMEN. 


The morning session was concluded with 
the hearing of the report of the Rey. Dr. R. H. 
Allen, Secretary of the Board of Freedmen. 
He said that there was no question before the 
National Assembly of more vital importance 
than the future uf the Southern negroes. 
Statistics proved conclusively that the ne- 
groes in the Southern States have increased 
at the rate of 34 per cent, while the white 
population in the same States have increased 
27 per cent. At that rate the negroes would 
outnumber the whites in forty years. Of the 
6,500,000 of negroes in the country, only 
3,220,000 could read or write. He said that 
76 per cent of the negro voters could not 
read the ticket they placed in the ballot-box. 
The Doctor claimed that the Presbyterian 


Church was one_ot the strongest in- 
stitutions in th@ country that urged 
the emancipation of the slaves, and 

w it was the duty of its men- 
@: to see to their education and relig- 

us enlightenment. When the church ob- 
tained the boon of freedum for the 
slaves it at the same time swept away 


from the unfortunate people everything 
conducive to human happiness m many 
ways, fur while they were slaves they were 
provided with the necessaries of life, and 
were well taken care of by their masters; 
but when the morning of Freeidow’s day 
dawned upon them it found them turned 
adrift upon a cold and friendless world with- 
out a solitary thing they might call their 
own, even to the cotton shirts they were 
upon their backs. The Southern pegroes as 
a rule are anxious for the light of the Gospel, 
and are quick to learn the ordinary rudi- 
ments of education. Dr. Allen wanted the 
right sort of missionary laborers among these 
people—men who were not afraid to iningle 
freely with them, and who could be patient 
and mild in the correction of their shortcom- 
ings. He said that colored missionaries 
should be educated in the South, among 
their own people, for the sake of economy 
and convenience. 
The meeting adjourned until 3 p. m. 
At 3 o’clock p. m. the presbytery was 
again called to order, but was not as well at- 
tended by nearly one-half as it was in the 
morning. Very little was done during the 
afternoon except the reading of the reports 
ofafew minor committees and the annual 
report of the Committee on Home Missions. 
THE BRAIDWOOD CHURCH. 
The Rev.. F. W. Adanis, pastor of the 
Braidwood Church, being absent ou account 
of sickness, Mr. Howitt, of that place, re- 
ported that the church was in a flourishing 
condition beth spiritually and financially. 
The pastor’s iUlness was brought about by 
indefatigable exertions for the welfare of his 
church and flock. 
HOME MISSIONS, 


The report of the Committee on Home 
Missions" was read by the Rev. Dr. Noye: 
Chairman. It announced that ghe pulpit o 
the Waukegan church, made vacant by the 
resignation of the Kev. R. K. Wharton, had 
been filled by the Rev. James T. Ford, who 
was appointed by the committee. The 
ehurches at Half Day and Deerfield have 
been attended by the Rev. H. L. Stanley, 
who has prosecuted his missionary work 
without any financial aid from the board. 
The churches at Libertyville, Elwood, Gard- 
ner, Pilot, Homeswood, and Glenwood have 
been attended principally by students from 
the seminary, and partly by the Presbyterial 
missionary. All these churches are at pres- 
ent without pastors. Thechureh at Braid- 
wood, under the pastorate of the Rev. F. W. 
Adams, is considered in an excellent state 
of organization by the committee. 

THE FRENCH CHURCH. 
The French church at St. Anne has been 
supplied by the ministry of the Rev. Piacide 
Boudreau during the last year, but, owimg to 
the fact that this congregation is not self- 
sustaining, and beeause the church has been 
a burden to the Missionary Board for some 
years, the committee advises the French con- 
gregation to unite with the other congrega- 
tion of the same place and make some effort 
to support itself. As it is, the committee de- 
clines to advise the appropriation of any 
more missionary funds to the support of that 
church. The revenues of the board, made up 
of collections in all the churches of the pres- 
bytery, amounted this year to $3.740.05 over 
the receipts of last year.

If the ministers, he said, ° at- 
tempted to dictate to the press what 
they shoula publish, and what they 


should not, they would simply succeed 
in placing themselves in a ridiculous vosi- 
tion and accomplish nothing. The newspa- 
pers, he said, were the voice of the people, 
ang were compelled to cater to their interests. 
It the public demanded “ sensationalism ”’ or 
even “scandal” the papers would be obliged 
to publish it in order to make the paper pop- 
ular and give the public what they wanted 
and what they paid for. ‘Their interest was 
to a large extent different from that of the 
pulpit, and he didn’t see any good that woul 
arise in interfering with the press for repre- 
senting things as they were. Rather let thein 
try to alter the conaition of things, and the 
press would support them. The matter was 
finally referrea to a committee consisting of 
Drs. Henson, Kennard, and Lawrence, who 
will confer with ministers of other denomi- 
nations and report to the conference. 

THE METIIODISTS. 
The Rev. J. M. Caldwell, Presiding Elder 
of the Joliet district, conducted the devo- 
tional exeragses at the Methodist ministers’ 
meeting. Resolutions of sympathy with 
the Kev. J. H. Schnell, a German pastor of 
the city, recently bereaved by the death of 
his daughter, were adopted; also, resolu- 
tions of a similar nature touching the death 
of the Rev. Dr. B. F. Crocker, of Michigan 
University, and the wife of the Rev. William 
Faweett, of Grace Church. The order of the 
day was an essay by the Rev. W. H. Daniels 
upon “The Biblical Versus the Ration- 
alistic Method in ‘Theology.” . He said 
ail divine study proceeded in one of these 
two methods. God could not be known by 
the reason. The world by wisdom knew not 
God. if man knew God at all he must know 
Him by revelation. Divine revelation was ra- 
oa but it does not assert that reason can 
know God. Biblical method shows that God 
reveals Himself by faith. ‘The Bible as a 
book must be studied by the rationalistic 
method. But the divine element was hot 
thus known. Wecould not discover God in 
Nature by the miscrossope, nor in His word 
by the syllogism. God was expected to show 
His passports in this day. Peter, Paul, and 
John must have their credentials thoroughly 
examined, while Homer, Virgil, Daute, and 
Shakspeare pass on amid applause to take 
the highest seats at the feast of learning. 
The speaker then gave an outline of a plan 
of study of theology along with the biblical 
method. Following were remarks upon the 
theme by the Rev. Isaac Linebarger, Bishop 
Merrill, the Rev. 5. M. Davis, and others.

Tue trial of the persons aecused of com- 
plicity im the murders of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish arid Under-Secretary Burke in 
Phenix Park began yesterday in Dublin. 
Dragoons guarded the court and escorted 
the prisoners, and only jurors and reporters 
were admitted to the court-room. The grand 
jury was drawn ona special panel from the 
Vity and County of Dublin, and within a few 
hours it had returned true bills for murder 
against seven persons. Justice O’Brien in 
eharging the grand jury said the Crown did 
not intend to claim that the murder of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish was contemplated by 
the conspirators in advance, but that the 
guilt of all present and accessory to 
the kiliing of\ that gentleman and 
Mr. Burke was) equal. In the case 
of Joseph Br , first prisoner indicted, 
apeninuticn wea made for a postponement 
in ofder-to secure counsel, but the court re- 
fused to grant more than one day, and ap 
pointed a barrister to defend Brady. The 
trial before a petit jury will therefore begin 
today. Arrests are being made every day by 
the score, both in England and Ireland, of 
persons suspected of complicity with the 
dynamite brigade. The Government Dill 
against the unlawiul possession of explosive 
compounds was rushed through both Houses 
of Parliament yesterday and will become a 
law today. Certainly if energetic prosecu- 
tion and determined action will do the bus- 
iness the British Government will bring 
both to bear.

In the County Board yesterday a resolu- 
tion was adopted requesting the County Clerk 
to perform his legal duty by placing in the 
jury-box the names of the jurors drawn by 
the different Conimissioners. It is said that 
the Clerk has already done so, at least so far 
as lies in his power, some of the members of 
the board not having completed their part of 
the work. The responsibility for the scan- 
dalous jurs which have appeared in sume 
ofthe courts, and forthe absence of jurors in 
other cases, necessitating the issue of 
special venires, and even the adjourn- 
ment of court, must be divided up. 
The Commissioners, the Clerks of courts, the 
Bailiifs, and even the Judges must bear some 
of the blame. Lastand not least of the of- 
fenders is the “ respectable citizen and tax- 
payer.”” ‘The Commissioners draw the names 
of their personal friends and political strik- 
ers to whoin $1.50 per day ana “ chances ”’ 
are worth something. The Clerks of the 
courts are alleged to exercise a privilege not 
appertaining to their office by excusing their 
friends. The Bailiffs snmmon or neglect to 
summon men for about the same reasols as 
impel the Commissioners. TheJudges—some 
of them—are said to bea little too ready to 
accept the excuses of business-men, when 
such excuses are notof the kind contem- 
plated by -the law. And the busirness- 
men, merchants, and heavy taxpayers. 
who ought as good citizens to be 
as willing to devote some of _ their 
time to jury-service as they are to avgil 
themselves of the court machinery when 
they have litigation on hand, are the worst 
offenders of all. When summoned either on 
regular or special panel they all with one ac- 
cord begin to make excuse. To believe them, 
the wheels of the car of coinmerce will cease 
to revolve if they are taken from their count- 
ing-rooms, and in every way they dodge and 
equivocate in order to escape their duties as 
citizens... By so doing they leave the way to 
the jury-box clear for the professional jury- 
man, the loafer who looks on jury-service as 
an easy way of getting a living, and the cor- 
rupt or corruptible man to whom being ona 
jury affords an opportunity for making 
money. 
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DUTY OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

It is not unlikely that the fate of the uni- 
form license measure in this State will be 
determined this week. l1tis conceded that, 
if the bill pass the House, it will receive the 
prompt concurrence of the Senate and be- 
come alaw. As it stands it fixes a minimum 
license fee of $500, but it is understood that 
the friends of the measure are ready to ac- 
cept an amendment establishing the price of 
alicense for the sale of beer alone at one- 
halt thatsum. There should be nv hesita- 
tion about acceding to that proposition if its 
acceptance shall increase the chances for the 
passage. of the bill. The distinction isa 
proper one. The enormots difference. be- 
tween the proportion of alcoho! in beer and 
whisky makes the traflic in the latter article 
vastly more costly and more injurious to 
every community than the sale of the former 
article, and it is believed that those engaged 
in the sale of all kinds of liquor and paying 
twice as much for their extra privilege will 
assist the authorities in confining the low- 
license saloons to the traflic in beer and light 
wines. At all events, it will be much wiser 
to starbwout on this plan than to forego the 
opportunity to pass a uniform license law; 
and if the distinctive law prove successful in 
operation the distinction will certainly be 
retained. 

lt is the first duty of every member of the 
Legislature willing to vote for uniform 
license to be in his seat during the remainder 
of the session. It will be an outrage upon 
the people if this bill shall fail through ab- 
senteeism. it will be well, also, for every 
member, whether Democrat or Republican, 
to consult the prevailing sentiment of his 
constituency in this matter. A Democrat 
representing a rural district which demands 
a State license regulation for its own protec- 
tion, for local revenue, and for the general 
improvement of the material and moral con- 
ditions of the State cannot afford to yield to 
any party pressure which emanates from 
Chicago. The Democratic vote of the large 
cities may be counted upon pretty certainly 


with or without a State license system, buta 


Democratic member of the Legislature who 
represents a rural constituency favorable to 
a State license may ruin his personal hopes 
of preferment and influenee if he betrays his 
own constituents in order to satisfy some of 
the so-called leaders of the party, who can- 
not take care of himif he be repudiated by 
his own people. 

The result of the Chicago election ought to 
be the strongest possible argument in favor 
of a State license system. It has taught that 


the political forces of a large city can always” 


be consolidated againstany proposition to in- 
crease saloon licenses or otherwise regulate 
the number, character, and privileges of the 
saloons. The elements which wheeled into 
line against the late reform movement in this 
city may be summed up as follows: The 
gamblers and their patrons; the prostitutes 
and their customers; the doggeries and their 
hangers-on, including the loafers, dead- 
beats, hoodiums, and thieves; the bulk of the 
Communists and anarchists: the majority of 
the foreigners—Irish, Germans, Bohemians, 
French, and Poles—who apprehend that 
Puritanism lurks in every movement for the 


— of saloons; most of the partisan 


erlean Democrats, who voted with 
their party regardless of the merits of the 
local issue involved;’ the local “ machine,” 
which includes “workers” on both 
sides; the police, the fire department, 
and all city officeholders and employés: and 
a very large number ot landiords who rent 
their stores, ee rooms, and shanties 
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ill-fame at much higher rates than they could 
secure for legitimate purposes. The usual 
apathy of the well-to-do and respectable 
classes in politics cannot contend success- 
fully against such a vast and organized mass 
«f immorality, ignorance, bigotry, se)fish- 
ness, officiatism, and foreignism. The State 
must come to the reseue of the large cities 
in an emergency like this. It recognizes its 
responsibility for the government of cities 
by imposing rules and restrictiousin charters 
and general laws, and it should not permit 
the liquor traffic to run riotously over any 
community. Touching this phase of the 
question, the Springfield State Journal, ina 
recent article, stated the case plainly and 
forcibly as follows: 

The fact is, that in all large cities the worst 
elements abound, and geverally dominate. The 
better classes are powerless, and they must look 
to those larwe rural populations, which are com- 
paratively free and uncontaminated, for assist- 
ance to liberate theniseives from the rule uf the 
saioous and the slums. New York City would 
have been a veritable Sodom long ago had not 


the Legisiature at Albany intervened and made 
laws ior its regulation and control. In this case 


the Legislature is simply called upon to enact a. 


uniform bigh-license law, that wiil blot out one- 
balf of the iow dogweries and scbools for vice in 
the towns and larger cities of this State, and 
thus save society from their blighting influences 
from evil. Wedo not see bow any legisiator 
who has head, heart, or conscience can refuse 
to comply. 

There is nothing partisan in the movement 
for a uniform State license system. It is of 
the highest importance that the liquor ques- 
tion should be taken out of polities. This can- 
not be done by surrendering to the whisky 
element on the one hand, which demands ab- 
solute freedom from all restraint, nor on the 


other, by encouraging prohibition agitation, 


which goes to the opposit extreme and as- 


sumes to coerce the subjection of the appetites 
to mere statutory enactments. A State law, 
prescribing a uniform license fee, is the mid- 
dle course, which, once in practical opera- 
tion, will be so satisfactory to al] parties that 
the handful of extremists and fanatics will 
not be able to disturb party relations, 


THE CONSPIRACY TO ROB THE STATE. 

We published last week in detail the his- 
tory of the old claims revamped against the. 
State of Lilinois, and which form the founda- 
tion or pretext for the somewhat formidabie 
raid now progressing at Springfield upon the 
State Treasury. The demand at present in- 
cludes only the claims named in the Dill, 
leaving ample room for the addition of such 
others as may come forward to join in the 
procession; but even the appeal as now 
made asks for the moderate sum of $2,008,- 
S32, which the claimants insist is'\due to them 
upon all considerations of law, justice, and 
equity. 

lt is a serious complaint that the people of 
lilinois, rich, prosperous, and justice-loving 
as they unquestionably are, have compelled 
these worthy, excelent, and patriotic citi- 
zens to suffer the loss of $500,000, of which 
they have been deprived for forty years, and 
itis arefiection upon the popular sense of 
justice that at this late day itis necessary for 
these complainants to employ a small army 
of high-priced legal advisers and other 
friends to persuade an intelligent Legis- 
lature that it is the duty of that body to vote 
insmediately an issue of State bonds to pay 
off this debt, with interest since 1842. 

The presentation of a bill directing the 
issue of more than $2,000,000 of State bonds 
to pay Off these claims seems to have been 
carefully and timidly made. Instead of pre- 
paring the public mind for such a demand, 
and appealing confidently to the sense of jus- 
tice of the public, the whole business seems 
to have been concocted in a corner, and evi- 
dently with a purpose to have as little pub- 
licity as possible. Except the references to 
it which have been made in Tue TriBunE, 
this demand upon the State Treasury for the 
payurent of over $2,000,000 for damages sus- 
tained more than forty years ago seems to 
have escaped the knowledge of all the news- 
papers of the State. None of the papers of 
either party has, so far as we have seen, had 
a word to say on the subject. Can it be pos- 
sible that every newspaper in Illinois except 
Tne TrIBuNeE has been silenced concerning 
the attempted raid on the Treasury, and that 
a billto pay over $2,000,000 to these claim- 
ants is to be acted on in the Legislature with- 
out a word of approval oriof condemyation 
by any newspaper in the State ? 

The preparation for this measure has not 
beeu of a character suggesting that it was to 
be passed by universal consent. The char- 
acter and eminence of the legal array in its 
behalf indicate that the petitioners antici- 
pated work of such a quantity and of sucha 
laborious and extraordinary character as to 
need the ablest support possible to be ob- 
tained. Among tbe legal advisers of these 
claimants are ex-Governor ana United States 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom, who is sup- 
posed to be influential with the Republican 
members; ex-Gov. John M, Palmer, who 
was the Democratic caucus nominee for the 
United States Senate; ex-Judge and Gen- 
eral and ex-member of Congress John A. 
McClernand; and ex-Congressman James C. 
Robinson. The silent or otherwise friends 
of this bill are so numerous that, lest 
we do some of them an injustice by omitting 
their names, we must forbear the effort to 
enumerate them.- The woods are full of 
them. We suppose there is not a county in 
the State that has not one or more of its 
ablest and most influential lawyers interest- 
ed in the passage of this bill, and in saying 
this we do not include members of the pres- 
ent General Assembly. There has not been 
such a bonanza offered to the lawyers and 
men of “influence ” in’ this State for many 
years. Think of the distribution of spoils 
that will fcllow the appropriation of two mill- 
ions and more of Lllinois State bonds, re- 
quiring only a majority of the members of 
each House of the General Assembly and the 
approval of the Governor! 

In the meantime the work to induce mem- 
bers of the Legislature to commit this whole- 
sale and glaring fraud upon the people of 
this State is now and has been progressing 
silently but vigorously; these claiins have 
not been advocated in speeches from the 
housetops, nor in public meetings, nor have 
they been discussed in the public prints. On 
the contrary, these ordinary means of pro- 
moting the cause of justice and equity by 
the payment to the patient and long-suifering 
expectants of these so far unappropriated 
millions have been neglected; the friends of 
the job have rather avoided publicity, and 
seemingly depend upon the members of the 
Legislature being overwhelmed by a con- 
Scientious sense of duty which demands that 
they shall vote to distribute these miliions 
without letting the right hand know what 
the left hand is about. Even such sturdy 
protectors of the public Interest as Mr. 
Haines, of Lake, and Senator Whiting, of 
Bureau, have so far given no alarm to the 
public. Can it be that they, too, are con- 
vinced of the justice and equity of the ven- 
erable claims ? 

We do not believe that there is any danger 
that any serious number of the members of 
the Legislature can be misied or cajoled into 
voting for any bill to pay these claims or any 
portion of them. The claim itself is too pre- 
posterous, is too transparent, to deceive any 
intelligent man, even if he be ziven an inter- 
estinit. Most certain it is, that so soon as 
the attempt is made to put any such bill as 
this on its passage, the people of the State, 
despite the political and professional emi- 
nence of the legal and lobby advocates of 
this notorious job, will be heard from, and 
even the distribution of the two millions of 
spoils will not make the future of those who 


+ with outrages of any sort. 


pass it either comfortable or respectable. 
The means taken to have a measure of the 
character of this claims bill pushed through 
the Legislature and the suppression of all 
public discussion on its merits have the color 
of aconspiracy to pass it in defiance of pub- 
lic investigation. No such action, however, 
can be successful; it canhot be smuggled 
through in that way so long as this paper 
shall keep the public advised of the progress 
of the fraud. 
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DISINTEGRATION BY TARIFF. 

The remarks of Senator McDonald on the 
tariff, as reported in our issue of Monday, 
are but another instance of the rapid disin- 
tegration of the Democratic party which has 
ajready begun under the influence of the 
tariff debate, and is certain to go on until 
even the cohesive power ot the public plun- 
der will not furnish glue enough to keep its 
members together. The New York Demo- 
crats are for a reform of the tariff, the Penn- 
sylvanians are against it. Democrat Me- 
Donald is anti-protection; Democrat Dan 
Voorhees is protectionist. Democrat Lamar 
warns the protectionists that they are in- 
voking the ruin that overwhelmed slavery to 
descend upon their own heads by persisting 
in the spoliation of the masses by syndicate 
legislation. Democrat Payne, of Ohio, who 
was one of the pre-convention candidates for 
the last Democratic Presidential nomination, 
asserts that the party must stand by the doc- 
trine of assisting manufactures by taxes. 
Randall and the New York Sun, having 
argued with words of thundering sound that 
there was no such question in real .practical 
polities as the tariff question, have but just 
now whipped around and taken up the tariff 
as the issue of issues. 

McDonald goes farther than declaring 
himself to be opposed to taxing one man for 
the benefit of another. He declares that op- 
position to this is the leading National issue, 
and will be the leading issue until it is set- 
tled upon the constitutional basis of a tariff 
for revenue only. 

This declaration by the favorit Democratic 
dark horse of Indiana is unquestionably a 
political move. It is notice of an obstruction 
on the track of the cabal that are laying rails 
to run Randall for Speaker as a preliminary 
to suppressing the tariff debate, and engi- 
neering the Democratic party through the 
next canvass aS’ a mere locomotive of office 
to carry themselves into the cushioned places 
of Washington. 

This is the first response from an impor - 
tant party mouthpiece that has followed the 
enunciation in the New York Sun of the 
cunning platform of a tarilf for revenue only, 
and the tariff the only source of revenue. It 
does not give much support to the self-con- 
gratulations of its author that this was a 
platform on which “ we [the Democrats! may 
all be happy together.”? Coupled as it is 
with the explanation that the ‘tariff for rev- 
enue ’’ was to reach an average of 40 to 45 
per cent on all imports, it is not even cun- 
ning. No one can look over the tariff record 
of the United States from the first day to the 
present hour and fail to see that this is a pro- 
gram on which no party whatever could 
stand. After a high-tariff Republican body 
like the Tariff Commission had confessed 
that a substantial reduction of duties was 
called for these Democratic blunderers, Mr. 
Dana and Mr. Randall, come forward and 
offer as the Democratic overture to free 
trade to enact a tariff that will increase du- 
ties greatly.

ANOTHER VIEW OF DYNAMITE OUT- 
RAGES. 


There is one view of the situation which 
the dynamite faction of the [Irish does not 
take into consideration. Possibly in their mad 
fury they would not care for it even should 
they fully realizeit. Itisthis: These dy- 
namite outrages only turn the attention of all 
friends of Irish reform away from _ the 
measures which have been instituted for re- 
lief. They are sacrificing all that has been 
done and gainedthrough the hard labor of 
years. They are compelling the English 
Government to suspend all legislation friend- 
ly to Ireland, to devote all its energies to 
stamping out these cowardly conspirators, 
and to enact fresh measures for its own s8e- 
curity by putting on the clamps harder than 
ever. Michael Davitt recently expressed the 
nature of the situation when he wrote: 
“The dynamite policy can only have the ef- 
fect of exasperating the English democracy. 
It would be far better to work and wait for 
another twenty years than to play into the 
hands of Ireland’s enemies by giving rein to 
despair and revenge.” It is notalone Mr. 
Parnell who is losing power and in- 
fluence by these outrages, but every 
real friend of Ireland, and the worst 
effect of the retaliatory measures is, that 
they bear down with the heaviest weight 
upon those who. are innocent. When the 
Phenix Park murders were followed by the 
Coercian law, it was not the setret societies 
of Dublin and London which planned these 
murders that felt its rigors, but innocent 
people in lreland who had had no connection 
So it will be with 
these dynamite outrages. Those who plot 
them in this country and in Europe will not 
feel the retaliation sure to come, except as 
one or another may be arrested, but those 
who have nothing to do with them, and who 
do not approve of them, will be the sufferers. 
O’Donovan-Rossa in his New York whisky- 
shop will not feel the rigors of English law, 
but every dynamite bomb that he helps to ex- 
plode will scatter suffering and misery among 
the Irish cabins and huts whose occupants 
are guiltless, and among Irishmen employed 
in England, who will be made to feel the bit- 
terness of ostracism. 

This latter form of retaliation has already 
commenced. There are in England nearly 
two millions of persons either born in Ire- 
land or of Lrish parentage who are dependent 
upon Englishmen for their daily support. 
Both in London and Liverpool, and, it is also 
stated, in Manchester, a movement for the 
discharge of Irishmen from occupations of 
all kinds has commenced. Some extracts 
from the Liverpool Courier teil the story.

Another correspondent, signing himself 
** Briton,” says: : 

How many affiliated assasins and destroyers of 
property are at present earning a livelibood in 
this country, having the privileges and freedom 
of Englishmen, yet who are at the same time 
plotting for the destruction of English life and 
property ? I think, and 6o do thousands of my 
countrymen, that it wiil quickly become a ques- 
tion, forced upon us by dire necessity, whether 
itis for the interest of English capitalists and 
employers to retain the services of Irishmen, 
unless they bave most ample and satisfactory 
evidence tthe y are notin the most remote 
sense sympathizers with or abettors of the Irish 

League. 

Another correspondent of the Courier sug- 
gests that if “Ishmael” will start a fund in 
the interest of a movement to induce En- 
glishmen not to work where any Irishman 
notun Orangeman is employed it will re- 
ceive large contributaons, These and numer- 
ous other expressions of the same kind are 
straws which show thata very strong anti- 
Irish wind is blowing all over England, and 


it confirms exactly what the London Times 


‘warned the Irish would take place after the 


attempt to blow up the Government build- 
ings. Itisofno use to urge that the En- 
glish are panic-stricken or to eriticise the in- 
justice of such a course, for it is radically 
unjust. It is more to the purpose to. inquire 
what right a few cowardly, secret ruffians 
have to prejudice the rights of thousands of 
innocent men. 

It will be astonishing if the educated and 
intelligent Irishmen of this country allow 
such cowards and blatherskites as train in 
the ranks of Whitehead in Brmingham, Nor- 
man in London, and O’Donovan-Rossa in 
New York to control the forthcoming con- 
vention, and yet it now Jooks that way. Such 
a reguit can only endin disaster to the cause. 
It will still further inflame the English Gov- 
ernment against Irishmen, That Govern- 
ment has already, it is said, discharged 2,000 
Irish employés from its service. More will 
follow. It will forfeit all American 
syinpathy .and encouragement. lt will 
array the American Government, which 
has not been unfriendly, against them. They 
will have no reason to wonder at or com- 
plain of such a result. The attitude of the 
Engiish may be appreciated if they will 
bring the matter home and consider what 
would be the result in this country if the 
Germans or Italians should undertake to 
blow up our Government buildings or de 
stroy the lives of officials, and if they should 
be encouruged and supplied with their weap- 
ons from acountry with which we are at 
peace. The whole country would rise in its 
wrath and drive them out. The Irish dyna- 
miters are enemies to society, and there is 
no apology which can be made for them, 
They are willing, in order to revenge them- 
selves upon one man, to risk the lives of 
hundreds of innocent people. Every time 
they commit one of their cowardly outrages 
they rivet the chains of Ireland tighter. lt 
is strange that so many thinking, ‘reflecting 
lrishmen cannot see it. 

WE direst attention to a communication 
printed elsewhere which gives an account of 
the Swedish system of reguiating the liquor 
traffic, and especially of the plan adopted in 
Goteborg, one of the principal cities of that 
country. It was discovered some twenty 
years ago that excessive indulgence in strong 
drink, due largely to the unrestrained priv- 
ileges of the retail dramshops, was leading 
to a great extent of poverty and wretched- 
ness, and the City Council appointed a com- 
mission to suggest aremedy. This commis- 
sion recommended that a company of citi- 
zens be given a practical monopoly of the re- 
tail liquor traffic, with the provision that the 
profits be used for the benefit of the work- 
ingmen. A company was formed under the 
title of the “‘Co.omon Welfare Association,”’ 
which took up all the saloon licenses at the 
minimum fixed by law, closed up many of 
the dramshops, and provided better quar- 
ters, along with eating-houses, for ‘the re- 
mainder. They gave to the keepers of these 
places the profits on the sale of the 
meals, the coffee, cigars, temperance 
drinks, and beer, but required them to 
account for the sale of all. strong 
drinks. This arrangement made it to the in- 
terest of the. saloonkeepers to discourage 
the sale of intoxicating drinks. For a few 
years the company used its profits for the 
benefit of the working classes, but after that 
paid them over into the City Treasury. The 
revenue enjoyed by the city amounts to from 
$150,000 to $200,000 per annum in addition to 
the minimum license fees. The regulations 
provide also that no intoxicating liquor shall 
be sold to minors, nor on Sunday, nor after 
7 o’clock p. m. in winter and 8 o’clock p, m. 
in summer. It has been found that drunken- 
ness has been abated about one-half under 
this system. The plan described does not 
furnish a practical model for American cities, 
on account of the radical differenced in the 
prevailing system of municipal government, 
butit shows what benefits to the community 
may be secured by a proper regulation of the 
liquor traffic, which may be achieved by 
other means conforming to the American 
system, The curious thing about this ques- 
tion is, that, while there isa strict system of 
regulating the retail liquor traffic in all the 
European cities, most ot thé foreigners who 
take up their residence in American cities 
oppose regulation as an infringement upon 
their “* personal liberty.”

THE announcement of the death of Judge 
C. b. Lawrence will be received with feelings 
of profound regret by the people of Illinois. 
For nine years he served the State on the 
bench of the Supreme Court, having pre- 
viously served one term as a Judge of one of- 
the Circuit Courts. During his public sery- 
ice he had won the public confidence in his 
ability and in the purity and Integrity of his 
private life and character. Upon his retire- 
ment from the bench he entered at once into 
alarge and lucrative practice at the bar, 
which he enjoyed to the last save when inter- 
rupted by frequent visits of ill-health. It 
was while in quest of health at the South 
that his enfeebled frame gave way. 

Judge Lawrence was well known and re- 
spected asan able and just man. Though a 
Republican in his political opinions, he 
was not an active partisan. Politics never 
had any attraction for him. Though fre- 
quently proposed and strongly supported for 
the United States Senate, he took no part in 
the contest and made no effort to be elected. 
Hedevoted himself almost exclusively to his 
profession, and has always ranked high 
among his associates at the bar. In private 
life he was highly esteemed, and his demise 
will be mourned by hosts of friends.

several years. Just the same fever of appre- 
hension broke out among the British resi- 
dents of Hong Kong a few years ago, when 
Gov..Pope Hennessy suspended the flogging 
and branding of Chinese criminals in that col- 
ony. Atan indignation meeting to protest 
against his course it was declared that the 
lash and the branding-iron were the only 
suitable means of punishing the Chinese, 
and the direst consequences were foretold as 
certain to flew from this misjudged and dan- 
gerous clemency. The trial of the system 
showed that it actually decreased crime, and 
no one would now think of returning to the 
old barbarities. The attitude ot the British 
inthis matter towards the Chinese and the 
Hindoos reveals one of their chief charac- 
teristics, a total inability to treat those over 
whom they stand as human beings endowed 
with about the same general traits of human 
nature as themselves. They treat the Irish 
in the same way, but not so successfally, as 
the Irish are not Chinese or ryots. 


THE agitation of high license fs not con- 
fined to this country. It hasscommenced in 
England, and, singularly enough, its most 
prominent advocate is a gentleman by the 
name of Hayes, who has been for a long 
time a prohibitionist on principle, and the 
most active worker for it, In a communica- 
tion to the London Times Mr. Hayes shows 
that the amount of liquor consumed in 1882 
was very little less than that of 1881, though 
considerably less than that of 1876, when the 
maximum amount was reached. ‘The 6x- 
penditure on drink per head in the latter 
year was alittle more than $20, while in 1882 it 
was a little more than $15; but, considering 
that the people had a great deal more money 
to spend in the former than in the latter year, 
he does not consider that the showing is at all 
favorable for the prohibitory work that has 
been done by temperance people, He thinks 
that the 180,000 licensed places in which 
drink is t® be had exercise a stronger force 
than all mere voluntary efforts. Hence he 
has taken the sensible ground that the only 
remedy left is to lessen the number of drink- 
ing-places by imposing a higher license. Di- 
minish the facilities for drinking and the 
drinking will diminish, is his argument, and 
he strongly fortifies it by statistics from Scot- 
land and Sweden, which used to be the most 
drunken countries in Europe, and have be- 
come reformed by license amendments, while 
Switzerland, on the other hand—which used 
to be the most sober country in Europe so 
long as it had high license—has become the 
most drunken since high license was abol- 
ished. :

THE people of the Island of Jamaica are 
out of the frying-pan but into the fire. In 
the early part of last winter a tax was im- 
posed upon them by the Colonial Governor 
to satisfy certain damages caused by the ille- 
gal detention of a vessel. The people stout- 
ly opposed the tax upon the seemingly good 
ground that as the Governor himself was the 
cause Of the detention the damages ought to 
be met out of the English Treasury. The 
representatives of the people resigned, and 
an agitation was begun for the independ- 
ence of the island. To satisfy the people the 
English Government has remov » Gov- 
ernor and transferred him to Queensland, 
but at the same time it has made a law that 
any three officials of the Council, whic& con- 
sists of eight members appointed by the 
Crown and eight more representing the people, 
may levy taxes without any representative 
of the people being in attendance. .Mean- 
while military rule prevails, and the people 
of Jamaica are again preparing, as did our 
Revolutionary fathers, to resist the principle 
of taxation without representation and to 
strike for freedom. 


Ir will be very short-sighted policy for the 
east-bound railroads to make any such ad- 
vance on the rates of dressed meat as shall 
discourage the shipment thereof. Such a 
policy will be solely in the interest of the 
butchers of the Eastern cities. The pro- 
ducers and manufacturers of the West and 
the consumers of the East are alike con- 
cerned in the matter, for the meatcan be 
supplied more cheaply and in better condi- 
tion when cut up and dressed in Chicago 
than if shipped alive and slaughtered at the 
Eastern points of consumption. The growth 
of this industry will be enormous unless it 
be stunted by railroad extortion; and it will 
be directly in the interest of the railroads to 
encourage it, for if the West can furnish 
superior dressed meat at a cheaper price 
than the Eastern consumers cap obtain it in 
any other way, it isa guarantee of a large 
and permanent business to the railroads. 


Miss Epiru Fisn, whose engagement is 
announced to a son of Sir Stafford Northcote, is 
in appearance and manners, as in descent, one 
of the best-blended women of the Republic. 
The Fish element is good Yankee and Dutch, 
commercial types both, with military spirit; the 
burgber guardsman’s love of peace and resolve 
to maintain it witb a cutiass if neceasary—peace 
for the sake of domestic love and thrifty in- 
crease.

Livingston’s mother: “Little is known of 
her, save that she was remarkable for her 
bigh temper and for those simple and thrifty 
habits to which her Dutch pedigree entitled 
her.” l have supposed that the Livingston ele- 
ment was in the Kean family from the latter 
living in the Governor's old mansion at Eliza- 
beth, where Hamilton Fish, as he joyfully puts 
it, * got my wife.”” John Kean, the founder of 
the Northern family of his name, was a South 
Carolina Congressman, a Federalist, aud a busi- 
ness-man, who was appvuinted Cashier of the 
first Bank of the United States in 1791. His 
grandson, or great-grandson, is the member- 
elect to Congress from the Elizabeth District. 
Tne Northcote tamily is several centuries oid, 
of relative connections no bettér at any rate 
than the Fishes, and of public services inferior 
to Miss Fish’s progenitors.—N. ¥. Tritune,

The Green- 
point Gallagher isa man of good physique, 
weighing about 160 pounds, a little above 
the medium hight, and has dark hair 
and adark brown mustache. Mr. jMichael 
Gallagiaer was called upon at his residence 
in Greenpoint this afternoon and stated that 
his brother, Dr. Thomas Gallagher, ieft home 
to go to Chicago, as he. stated, over two 
weeks ago, and has not been heard from 
since. He could give no further informa- 
tion.

Alexander H. Stephens. During the canvass 
of the last few weeks quite a number of 
prominent Georgians have appeared publicly 
as candidates. The contest, however, has 
narrowed down to A. O. Bacon, who for 
twelve years has been a member of the Leg- 
islature trom Bibb County, and who in the 
last campaign opposed Stephens for the nom- 
ination as Governor, Acting-Gov. James 8. 
Boynton, who by virtue of his position as 
President of the State Senate has been offi- 
clatnmg as Governor since the death of 
Stephens, and Henry D. McDaniel, a prom- 
inent lawyer and politician. The names of 
Gen. Phil Cook, ex-nember of Congress, and 
Supreme-Court Judge Martin J. Crawford 
have also been mentioned as candidates. The 
latter names, however, it is understood, were 
withdrawn from the contest at the caucus 
held tonight. Bacon was found to have on 
the first ballot 139, and McDaniel 40. Tne 
Boynton caucus has named as its candidate 
for permanent Chairman Benjamin H. Big- 
ham, who ip 1867 ran for Congress on the 
Republican ticket against Hugh Buchanan, 
Democrat, and was defeated. The Bacon 
caucus has . nominated Congressman 
G. F. Crisp as its eandidate 
for Chairman. While Bullock was 
Governor, Boynton wrote letters to him ap- 
plying for office, and in one of them sent his 
congratulations. Ile also stated that he had 
not opposed him in caucus, and if elected 
would conduct himnseli in sucha way as to

A RICH MAN’S MONEY. 


An Army o! Claimants for the Estate 
ot a Pacific Coast Millionaire Who 
Lett Ne Will—Similar Cases Hereto- 
ivore, 

SAN FRANcIsco, Cal., April 9,—[Special.] 
—Thomas H. Blythe, who died last week, 
left an estate valued at $4,000,000, and no will 
has been discovered. Already a contest has 
begun over the estate, one Alice Edith 
Blythe claiming to be his widow, and that 
the only other heir is a daughter 10 years 
old, living in Manchester, England. Prior 
to the death of Biythe this claimant was 
known as Miss Alice Dickinson, serving 
Blythe for five years in the dual capacity of 
intimate friend and housekeeper. The 
daughter in England was by a former wife, 
who died some years ago. Another claim- 


ant is spoken of in the person 
of one Nellie Firmin, who aie tew 
years ago sued Blythe for seduction, but the 


case then was thrown out of court. Still 
another alleged wife is spoken of as being in 
England to be heard from shortly. The life 
ot Blythe is another illustration of the ve- 
culiar domestic relations of some wealthy 
Californians. He arrived in San Francisco 
in 1549, invested his money in one block of 
land now bounded by Market and Geary and 
Dupont streets, from the rents of which he 
grewrich. He was always an admirer of 
woinen, but was not kuown to be mar- 
ried. The large estate is likely 
to bring forward Claimants sv 
long as a will remains undiscovered.

BREACH OF CONTRACT. 


A Suit in Whieh $2,500,000 Damages 
is Claimed Dismissed. 

Boston, - Mass., April ¥.—|Special.]—The 
bill in equity of the Kansas & Eastern Rauail- 
road Construction Company of New Jersey, 
vs. the Topeka, Salina & Western Railroad 
Company, Charles G, Patterson of Boston, 
and Weston Arnold of Kansas, was today 
dismissed by the Supreme Judicial Court for 
the Commonwealth with costs. This was a 
suit in which the complainant claimed 
$2,500,000 damages for the alleged breach of 
contract and a supplementary agreement 
thereto made by and between the plaintiff 


and defendant in September and De- 
cember, 1881, and to compel the de 
fendant road to make. a specific per- 
formance of said contract and _ (to 


réstrain them from entering into contract 
with thedefendant Patterson. The plaintiffs 
alleged that, by the terms of the contract, 
they were to survey, build, and equip a rail- 
road 200 miles in length, from ‘Topeka to the 
Town of Deihi, Kan., and were to receivea 
transfer from the defendant road of all its 
franchises and privileges, stations and 
estate; also seventeen-twentieths of its first- 
mortgage bonds, at the rate of $20,000 per 
mile, and nine-tenths of the amount sub- 
scribed by towns and municipal cor- 
porations through which the road 
passed. By the supplementary agreement 
the road was to appoint a General Wacaaes. 
who, in connection with an Executive Com- 
mittee of the complainant company, was to 
have the authority to determine the line and 
rote of said railroad and the general execu- 
tion of contracts relating to the building of 
the same, and the said Arnold to receive 
$20,000 for surveys that had been made. In 
July, 1882, the defendant road entered into 
an agreement with the defendant Patterson 
for its completion. ‘The respondent set upon 
that the contract had not been duly executed, 
and if so executed had been forfeited by 
the respondent’s own acts. ‘The rescript, in 
disinissing the bill, recites: “itis not with- 
in our power to make or enforce any decree 
by whieh the contract alleged to have been 
made between the plaintiff and the defendant 
can be specifically performed, nor ought we 
tv interfere to prevent any acts by which the 
second contract is to be performed.”’ 


CRIMINAL RECORD. 


A Post-Office Robber Conuvicted—Mur- 
der and Bobbcry—Other Crimes, 
ATLANTA, Ga., April 9.—[Special./—The 
trial of William H. Howard, charged with 
robbing the Atlanta Post-Office of some 
registered packages of money, ended today, 
the jury rendering a verdict of guilty. This 
case consumed the attention of the court for 
seven days, during which time seventy- 
five witnesses, some of them from the 
New York and Washington Post-Offices, 
testified on both sides. The case 
has commanded much aitention here, 
defendant being prominently connected in 
Atlanta. ‘This case was up some time ago, 
ending with a mistrial. ‘The investigation 
and conviction of Howard cost the Govern- 
ment.$15,000. While the jury was being im- 
paneled au attempt was made to bribe M. G., 
Whitlock, who had been drawn. When this 
was done the grand jury immediately found 
a true bill against James F. Sloman, who at- 
tempted to influence Whitlock for a money 
cousideration in the interest of Howard, 
Sioman has jumped and has not yet been 
captured. ;

The Biver Breaking Up at St. Paul. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., April 9.—[Special.]}—The 
ice in the river during the last few days has 
been moving out quite rapidly, and it is ex- 
pected that the river will be open for naviga- 
tion to and from St. Paul by two weeks from 
today. This will be the iatest date at which 
the river has been opened for several years,

That he 
was a gentleman of ability and integrity all 
conceded. He will have the friendship and 
support of every man who is set down in 
these interviews as hostile to him, in my 
opinion, if he wants them.”

INTERNAL REVENUF. 
NO IMMEDIATE CONSOLIDATION OF THE 
DISTRICTS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—[Special.]— 
From what is said at the Internal-Revenue 
Bureau, it is not expected that any prepara- 
tion for the consolidation of the internal- 
revenue districts will be made before some 
time in the next fiscal year, beginning on the 
ist of July next. In all probability it will 
take several months before anything positive 
is determined upon, and so all Collectors of 
Internal Revenue likely to be affected may 
have the satisfaction of knowing that they 
can remain easy in their seats for some 
months to come. The reason given for the 
delay is that it will take all of the 
present force to properly put the new law in 
operation, ascertain and refund the rebates, 
and collect the overdue taxes. It is proba- 
ble also that another reason is that the con- 
solidation ordered by Congress is not favored 
in high quarters, and the impression Is 
sought to be conveyed that there will be no 
economy in the consolidauon. In the South 
particularly the internal-revenue admints- 
tration has been most effective as a_ political 
machine, and the Republican politicians 
from that section are very strenuous in Iin- 
sisting that the Government interests will 
suffer if reductions are made in that quar- 
ter. Western Senators and Representatives 
for the same reasons think also that the re- 
duction and consolidations should all be 
made in the East.

ABOUT TO RETIRE. 
RUMORS THAT KER AND MERRICK ARE TO 

WITHDRAW FROM THE 8STAR-ROUTE 

TRIALS. 

WasHineTon, D. C., April 9.—|Special.]— 
There are some suggestive intimations rela- 
tive to the proposed retirement of Ker and 
Merrick, Government counsel in star-route 
cases. Mr. Ker is spoken of as Democratic 
candidate for City Attorney of Philadelphia. 
Mr. Merrick is giving out intimations that 
his private practice demands his time, and 
that he will retire at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. It is very probable that if there should 
be a mistrial in these cases the Govern- 
ment would hesitate before it would 
incur the expense of entering on 
other trials with very grave * doubts, 
whether it would be possible to 
secure convictions in this District. ‘The trial 
is not to fail on account of the cancer which 
some of the newspapers have located on the 
neck of one of the jurors. That. juror arose 
in the court today and said the cancer was 
onlya boil, and that he had never had a 
cancer and did not expectto have. Merrick 
said this evening that the testimony in the 
star-route cases is expected to be all sub- 
mitted in the next few days. So far as the 
prosecution were concerned, he said, there 
would be no objection to sending the case to 
the jury upon the evidence of the defendants 
and the printed record alone, and would not 
have the least doubt of securing a verdict of: 
guilty. Of course the defense will not agree 
to this. 

Mr. Ker, who will open for the Govern- 
ment, has already commeuced the prepara- 
tion of his argument. Mr, Merrick thinks 
it will take one month for the arguments of 
the counsel! on both sides. Attorney-General 
Brewster may determine to take part in the 
argument, but he has not yet positively de- 
cided to do so. Mr. Merrick thinks the case 
will not finally be concluded before froin the 
lst to the middle of June. 


PETROLEUM. 
ITS NEW USE IN BOILERS. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 9.—[Special. |— 
Mr. H. F. Hayden, chief engineer of the 
Senate, has made some discoveries in the 
matter of using petroleum in boilers and 
locomotives which it is thought by some ex- 
perts who have examined the inventions will 
create a revolntion in the. many departments 
ofindustry. It is estimated that $5,000,00u 
have been expended ia this country and in 
Europe in efforts to utilize petroleum as fuel. 
Mr. Hayden, within the last few days, nas 
taken out a series of patents, and has 
more which are soon to be issued to 
him, which it is believed will make 
it possible to utilize not only the lighter 
hydro-carbon oils, but the heavier, even 
down to coal-tar. Mr. Hayden has been for 
twenty years a practical student of combus- 
tion, and has taken out some. forty patents 
relating in various ways to this subject. He 
claims for the present inventions, and naval 
engineers who have conducted the experi- 
ments admit that the claim is genuine, that 
his invention will work as great a revolution 
in existing methods as the Siemens-Martin 
atent did in those which preceded it. 
ir. Hayden some time since invented a 
generator for the use of troleum as fuel 
which is now in successful operation at the 
Norway Iron and Steel Works of Boston, 
but the inventions for which he has just re- 
ceived patents, while in no way conflicting 
with the generator, are as zreat an advance 
upon that as the generator itself was upon 
the old system. These generators, it is 
thought, will succeed that of Siemens & 
Martin, not being amenable to the objections 
to that—that under it it was impossible to 
regulate the production of gas to meet the 
varying exigencies of the furnace. The new 
apparatus is nye eee phe d inexpensive and 
can be readily adapted to loeomotive boilers. 
It is expected that it will prove especially 
valuable to those classes of manufacture 
which require a steady and uniform max- 
imum temperature, such as glass furnaces, 
and furnaces for fusing ores. containing iron, 
old, silver, copper, zinc, and lead. Possibly 

emost valuable part of the invention is 
that which adapts hydro-carbon oils to the 
purposes of geverating steam on locomotives 
and boilers on ocean steamers and for sta- 
tionary engines, and not the least public ben- 
efit from this newinvention, if it proves to 
be all that its inventor claims for it, will be 
the prevention of smoke and deleterious 
gases, 


WHISKY THIEVES. 
BUTLER ACTING AS ATTORNEY 
BOSTON AND NEW YORK CROOKS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—[Special. ]— 
Gov. Butler, of Massachusetts, spent a few 
busy hours today at the Treasury Depart- 
ment attending to the interests of his clients, 
the distillers Push & Co., of Boston, and 
Bayard & Hereaud, of New York. The 
Governor had an interview with Commis- 
sioner Raum on the subject of compromising 
the case of the New York firm, who have al- 
ready pieaded guilty, but who offer and have 
on deposit $20,000 for a release from the pen- 
alties imposed by law. The Boston firm 
having been acquitted on one in- 
dictment, their part of the orig- 
inal offer of | compromise, $13,000, 
will be withdrawn, although there are other 
indictments pending against them which 
willcome to trial unless Gen. Butler suc- 
ceeds in having the whole matter settied, 
This he has been working hard to accom- 
plish today. ‘The frauds charged extended 
over a period of ten years. and were only 
brought to a point where sufticient proof 
was obtained to get a confession from one of

| counsel for the Government in its attempt to 
obtain jurisdiction of the so-called “ Kight- 
Box law ” in South Carolina, the purpose of 
which is to disfranchise the negro vote, so 
far as State elections are concerned. Mr. 
Crowley in his letter to the Attorney-General 
does not state any reason why he declined 
this service, and it is stated at the Depart- 
ment of Justice that the reason is because it 
is hot weather, and Mr. Crowley does 
not dare to brave the terrors of a 
Southern sun. There is a good deal of gos- 
sip, however, according to which Mr. Crow- 
ley has very different reasons for declining 
to serve. Attorney-General Brewster, it 
seems, after the press had so sharply rebuked 
him for allowing Crowley, when he was a 
Congressman, to do special service in the 
New York courts, for which he charged 
$5,000, reduced thei fee to $2,500, which First- 
Contrulier Lawrence audited, after making 
an ingenious eequenen: to show that a Con- 
gressman could lawfully take the money. A 
great many will dispute Judge Lawrence’s 
conclusion. Crowley is said to be displeased 
with the President ana to think that the 
latter has not treated him with sufficient 
consideration. Whatever may be the cause, 
Mr. Crowley certainly has resigned, has 
relinguished a fat fee. It is very pdssible 
that he may have had the opinion, which 
many good lawyers do have, that the Gov- 
ernment will not be successful in its suits in 
South Carolina, as the Federal courts -can- 
not take jurisdiction in a law relating solely 
to State suffrage. 
NOTES. 
AN APPLICATION DENIED. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Teller today denied an application 
made to him for a revision of a decision 
made by a former Secretary of the Interior. 
The application was based on the fact that 
Secretary Tellerinarecent ruling did not 
express similar views to those held by one 
of his predecessors, but Mr. Teller says his 
decisions are for future guidance only. 
SECRETARY FOLGER’S HEALTH. 
Secretary Folger was at the Treasury De- 
partment today for a short time, but did not 
undertake the arduous work of signing his 
name. He yave his attention, however, to 
some important law imatters which are 
pending. His phvsicians still urge a longer 
vacation, although he has been absent from 
the ‘I'reasury two months, and Minnesota 1s 
now recommended to him. 
INVESTIGATING LAND FRAUDS, _ 
Over a dozen special agents are now com- 
missioned by the General Land-Office to in- 
vestigate frauds in the West and Southwest. 
More have been selected who will start short- 
ly on their dtfferent assignments, and it is 
the opinion of Commissioner MacFarland that 
the assistance given him by Congress for the 
perpece will do more to break up the swind- 
ing which is now so common than anything 
else that could be devised. Much care has 
been taken in the seleetion of these agents. 
‘The pay being 35 a day and expenses, there 
has been no scarcity of applicants of a su- 
perior class, and from these has been chosen 
what is believed to be a very cavable set of 
men. 
REVENUE LOSS FROM REDUCED POSTAGE. 
Auditor Ela has made some calculations as 
the basis of an estimate to show whas will be 
the probable falling off in the receipts of the 
Post-Office Department after the reduction 
of letter postage and the readjustment of 
Postmasters’ salaries shall have taken effect. 
Under the present law nearly every post- 
oflice yields some revenue. Taking New 
York as a basis for the Northern and West- 
ern States, Auditor Ela reached the con- 
clusion that under the new law about one 
fourth of the post-offices in those States will 
yield a revenue; and with Alabama as a basis 
for the Southern States, the conclusion is 
reached that only about one-eighth of the 
offices in those States will yield a net 
revenue, 


THE WRONG MEN HUNG. 

There is a good deal of excitement am@ng 
the colored people of Washington owing to 
the report that a noted colored rough named 
Ben Johnson, now on trial for murder in 
sume Western city, has confessed to the 
murder of Hirth,a young white man, who 
was killed here some two years ago under 
circumstances of peculiar atrocity. Three 
negroes were arrested fur complicity in the 
murder. Twoof them, Bedford and Quee- 
nan, were hung for the crime, and Pinn, the 
third, was sentenced to the penitentiary and 
died there. These three negroes were 
charged with the crime by Ben Johnson, who 
is now reported to have been himself the 
murderer. There. were many who at the 
time thought the detectives were misled by 
Johnson, 
SCANDAL IN SELECTING ‘A POST-OFFICE 

SITE. 

The Critic says: ‘* Assistant Secretary of 
the ‘l'reasury New went West last week to 
select sites for post-office buildings at Terre 
Haute and Fort Wayne, Ind. He was as- 
sisted by W.H. H. Miller, Senator Har- 
rison’s law partner, and George B. Williams, 
late of Japan. ‘The boys reached Terre 
Haute at noon, enjoyed adinnerat the house 
ot a friend, toox a dtive around town, 
selected the residence of W. R. MeKeen, and 
left on the 2:50 p. m. train: and now there is 
a vigorous Kick coming up from Terre Haute 
against the proposed luocaiion. McKeen’s 
residence is near the depot of his railroad, 
but beyond any point where the business of 
the city will reach in the next hundred years. 
McKeen isarich banker and President of 
the Vandalia Kailway, and Miller is attorney 
at Indianapolis for the road. The protest 
against the selection reached the city today 
and was filed with Mr. New this afternoon. 

KELLOGG AND WALSH. 

Senator Kellogg is quoted as making the 
following statement relative to the star-route 
trial: * 1 tell you one thing—I don’t know or 
care what may be the result of the pending 
trials, but I intend to institute a suit for 
perjury against John A. Walsh, and I[ will 
Jand him in the penitentiary. I have already 
consulted attorneys, and they say 1 havea 
clear case.’’

STAR ROUTES. 

In the star-route trial it was stated that Sen- 
ator Dorsey, asa member of. the Railroad Com- 
mittee and in the course of his inspection of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, had been im- 
pressed with xlowing notions of the possibili- 
ties of Eastern Oregon, and thought bids 
upon the routes in that country had been 
worked too high. One of them was reduced 
$3,000 by his suggestion, and the ‘contractors 
lost more than that sum froin their reliance 
upon his judgment. Witness had written in 
every figure in the bidding-book. Specitic 
denials were made of nearly everything of 
importance included in Rerdell’s testimony 
affecting the witness. Rerdell had 
not been promised ¢t his route 
(White River—Rawiins) would be in- 
creased; anythine he did in connection 
with that route was upon his own responsi- 
bility. Witness said he and Rerdell had 
quarreled on the avenue one day in the 
Spring of 1879, and witness told Rerdell if he 
ever spoke to him again he would “mash his 
nose all over his face.”’ Witness had noth- 
ing todo with him after that until the trial 
began. An extended examination was based 
upon the handwriting of different papers in 
evidence, the witness continuing to contra- 
dict Lerdell upon every material point. 
Without concluding the examinatien of wit- 
hesses the court adjourned.

HUNGER AND VERMIN. 


Mr. Jones’ Story of His Confinement 
in a Chicago Police Sta- 
, tion. 


Statements Which, if True, Call for 
Action on the Part of the 
Authorities. 


If all that Capt. John J. Jones, who was 
arrested last Wednesday on the compiaint of 
John Hile, a Boston barber, on a charge of 

tealing a $1,000 bond, is true, he has been 
grossly ill-treated. The Cavtain’s story and 
explanation of the entire matter is substan- 
tially as follows: Lessthan a year ago he 
was engaged in the brokerage and banking 
business in Boston, and was given by Hile a 
$1,000 Mexican Central Railroad bond, the 
market value Of Which was $700, as a deposit 
for future transactions in stocks. Soon 
after this deposit was made be failed 
in business. According to an  arrange- 
ment with the Stock Exchange that body 
appointed a committee to settle his affairs. 
ln making the settlement some outsiders, 
among whom was Hile, were left out in the 
cold. However, a while after he gave Hile 
$500 in cash, making the balance due $4v0, 
At this time Hile offered to compromise fur 
$200, and then for $150, but the Captain was 
unable to raise the mouey. He subsequently 
caine West, and during the last Wireé wonths 
he ghas been in Chicago, and for the last 
thirty days he has been engagedin business 
on the Open Board of ‘Frade. _ 

NO FOOD, AND TOO MANY RATS. 

The maltreatment—not to say positive 
crueity—of which the Captain complains oc- 
curred during the time elapsing between 
Saturday noon and yesterday morning. 
When arrested on Wednesday he was placed 
in the armory stauon, where he remained 
until Saturday noon to await, as he stated, 
the arrival of a requisition for his return to 
Boston. The papers not arryging he made 
application to Judge Roger@’ for a habeus 
corpus and release on bail; an old ac- 
quaintance of his offering a cer- 
tified check for $1,000 as_ security 
for his appearance. before any action 
could be taken, however, the Captain was 
taken to the Cottage Grove Avenue Station, 
where he was placed in a cell and treated in 
the most inhuman manner, being refused 
food, light, water, and every necessily, to say 
nothing of the cemforts of life. The cell 
was infested by a large number of rats that 
were so bold in their attacks upon him that 
he was obliged to keep awake ail the time to 
keep them off. - At one time, when he was 
dosing for a few minutes, a vicious rodent 
bit his left wrist severely, leaving a wound 
that may not soon heal. From Saturday 
noon until Sunday evening he had not a bite 
to eat except three small buns and a cup 
of coffee, which he induced one of 
the men at the station to sneak 
in for him, and for which he was obliged to 
pey. He repeatedly asked to see the Lieu- 
tenant in charge, so that he might get word 
to friends who woutd assist him, but was re- 
fused. Finally, however, yesterday morn- 
ing, when it was found that po®papers for 
his removal to Boston were forthcoming, he 
was taken before Judge Rogers on a writ of 
7 corpus, and was released on $1,000 
Dall. 

AN ALLEGED SQUEEZE. 

He alleges that the scheme was to squeeze 
money out of him which he did not owe, 
and that in order to do that he was subjected 
by the Chicago Police Department to abso- 
lute torture, for no one could be more cruelly 
treated than he was at the Cottage Grove Av- 
enue Stauon by men who should have pro- 
tected him as lung as was not proved guilty. 

An old friend of the Captain, who has 
qualified as surety on the bond given yester- 
day, says that he used every effort Saturday 
and Sunday to find where the prisoner had 
beeu removed, but was unable to do so, the 
Officers at the Central Station and armory de- 
nying all knowledge of his whereabouts. He 
regards the Captain’s treatment as most out- 
rageous., 

UTTER IGNORANCE OF THE POLICE. 

In order that no injustice might be done 
the police authorities in charge of the Cot- 
tage Grove Avenue Station, a ‘TRIBUNE re- 
watered called there last night to hear Lieut, 

evadell’s side of the story. 

When asked what he knew about Jones’ 
mailtre&tment he was, or pretended to be, as- 
tonished at the question, and most positively 
denied that any such man had been placed in 
his custody. As to the charge that the cell- 
room was filthy and vermin-ridden, the 
Lieutenant invited the reporter to go down 
with him and closely inspect the *‘ lock-up.’’ 
fhe cell-room was certainly very clean, and 
would compare with the larger departinents 
of the same sort throughout the city. 

The armory, or Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion, was next visited and Desk-Sergeant 
Hogan was asked what he knew about the 
case. Ile looked in the Dack part of the 
register and found that the party in question 
was brought there on Saturday noon by De- 
tectives Elliott and Wiley, but when, by 
whom, and where he had been taken he 
hadn’t the slightest idea. Neither had any 
one else about the station. 

In hopes of getting a littie light on the 
subject the reporter next called at the detec- 
tives’ office at the Central Station. Five de- 
tectives were seated around a table in the 
telephone room enjoying a game of poker, 
and they were so much engrossed in their 
innocent pastime that the reporter had to ask 
his question about Mr. Jones twice before he 
could getan answer. One of the piayers 
finally vokinteered the information § that 
Jones had been arrested by Elliott and Wiley, 
and had been transferred to the armory, but 
what became of him afterwards he either 
colild hot or would not say. Jones was not 
booked at all at the Central Station. 

LET IT BE INVESTIGATED. 

This ignorance on the part of the police is 
too unanimous to be satisfactory. It is cer- 
tain that Jones was transferred from the ar- 
mory to one of the outlying stations in order 
that his case might not be brought before the 
court, andit is more than likely, despite the 
denial of the Lieutenant, that it was the Cot- 
tage Grove Avenue Station to which he was 
removed. At ail events, the matteris one 
which calls for an investigation on the part 
of the Superintendent of Pwuiice, or of the 
Mayor. ‘The charges made by Mr. Jones are 
specific, and are of a nature to excite public 
indignation. A night with rats is not the 
sgrt of treatment to which any one, even a 
convict, should be exposed, and least of all a 
person who has not as yet been proved guiity 
of any crime.

JUDGE LAWRENCE. 


Sudden Death of the Eminent 
Chicago Jurist at Decatur, 
Alabama. 


The High Estimation in Which He Was 
Held by the Profession Here and 
Elsewhere. 


From the School-Teacher’s Desk to the 
Chief-Justiceship—An Honorable 
Career. 


Rtricken Down Without Warning. 

Decatur, Ala., April 9.—[Special.]}—The 
Hon. C. B. Lawrence, ex-Chief Justice of Li- 
linois, his wife and cousin, Miss Satton, and 
Mr. and Mrs. E. B. McCagg, all of Chicago, 
arrived here by the Louisville Road at 4 
o’clock yesterday evening. They were en 
route for Florida, and stupped here to spend 
the night and secure rest from the fatigue of 
travel. They registered at the Polk House, 
and during the evening walked to the wharf 
on the Tennessee River and through the prin- 
cipal business street of the city. Judge 
Lawrence was apparently in excellent 
health, .conversed freely, was unusually 
cheerful, and at night ateia hearty sdpper. 
about 9 o’clock the entire company was 
sitting in the parlor of the hotel, the Judge 
and Mr. McCagg smoking cigars. The lat- 
ter arose to retire to his room, and was in 
the act of bidding good-night to Judge Law- 
rence when he discovered that he had been 
suddenly attacked with a fainting spell, and, 
though entirely conscious, was wholly help- 
less. Immediately the alarm was given and 
medical aid summoned, but each succeeding 
moment gave unmistakable evidence that the 
end was rapidly approaching. He soon became 
unconscious, and after lingering about three 
hours with but little if any pain, having 
spoken intelligibly only one or two words 
after the attack, the weary wheeis of life 
ceased to revolve, and the spirit left its tene- 
ment. ‘The remains were incased in a metal- 
lic casket, and, accompanied by those who 
attended him on his Southern journey, left 
at 2:50 0’clock this afternoon for Chicago. 
While the body lay in state it was viewed by 
a number of leading citizens, who expressed 
great sympathy for the widow on whom be- 
reavemenut hadso suddenly and unexpectedly 
cole, 

About a half century ago Judge Lawrence 
was a resident of Montgomery County, in 
this State, and taught school near the pres- 
ent Capital, where he intended stopping a 
few days and revisit the scenes of his early 
manhood. Only a few hours before he was 
attacked he spuke of the events of that pe- 
riod, the men whom he then knew, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that quite likely they had 
ali passed away, little thihking that he would 
soon cross over aud join them. Alabama 
tenders condolence tu Litinois, and joins her 
bereaved people in mourning for the dis- 
tinguished dead. 


The Hon. Charles Burral Lawrence, ex- 
Judge of the Supreme Court of Lilinois, and 
senior partner of the firm of Lawrence, 
Campbell & Lawrence, of this city, was born 
Dec. 17, 1820, in Vergennes, Vt. His father 
was Judge Ville Lawrence, the great-grand- 
son of John Lawrence, who emigrated to 
New England in 1686 and settled at Water- 
town, Mass., and was also a relative of 
Abbott Lawrence. His mother’s maiden name 
was Betsy Woodbridge. He spent two years 
at Middlebury College, Vermont, and was 
graduated at Union College, in Eastern New 
York, in 1541. After graduating he engaged 
in teaching-in Lowndes County, Alabama, 
for two years. In 1845 he wentto Cincinnati, 
and, together with David L. Hough, who had 
been his schovulmate at college, studied 
law in Alphonso Taft’s office. 
Both young nen left Cincinnati 
in the spring of 1844, and the deceased went 
to St. Louis, where he studied his profession 
forawhilein the office of Senator Geyer. 
Ile went to pe rereny / ill., toward the end of 
the year, whither Mr. Hough had preceded 
him, and the two friends were adinitted to 
the bar and formed a partnership. ‘The part- 
nership lasted three years, and the deceased 
soon attained a high position at the bar. 
When the partnership was dissolved, Mr. 
Hough went to La Salle County, and the 
deceased formed a ecopartnership with 
Archibald Williams,at that time a prominent 
attorney. In 1851 Judge Lawrence married 
in Quincy Margaret Marston, a sister of 
Thomas Marston, of the Chicago firm of 
Felix, Marston & Biair. In 1856, on aceount 
of impaired heaitn, he went to Europe, ac- 
companied by his wife, remaining abruad for 
two years. He returned much improved in 
health, and settled on a farm in Warren 
County, near Prairie City. Three years 
later he was elected Circuit Judge of that 
district, and discharged the duties of the 
position until 1864. He was then elected to 
the bench of the Supreme Cvuurt of Lilinois, 
succeeding Judgwe ‘Beckwith, who tilled 
out Judge Caton’s unexpired term. Dur- 
ing the last few years ot his 
term he served as Chief Justice. 
One of: his decisions in an important railroad 
case made an unfavoradle impression upon 
his country constituents, who imagined that 
he had a leaning toward monopolies. When 
his term expired in. 1873, what was known 
as the Granger movement was at its hight. 
Judge Lawrence was requested by the mem- 
bers of the bar from every county of his 
disteict to stand as a candidate forthe suc- 
ceeding term. He would not imperil his in- 
depeudence, however, by defining his posi- 
tion in regard to the controversy further 
than he. had done in the decision above re- 
terred to, and the Granger vote elected 
Craig, the anti-monopoly candidate. Judge 
Lawrence then caine to this city and became 
a member of the law firm of Winston, Camp- 
bell & Lawrence. ‘Two years afterward Mr. 
Winston withdrew. 

Judge Lawrence has figured in many im- 
portant railroad and corporation cases. His 

artners are George C. Campbell and C, H. 

sawrence, the latter being his nephew. He 
was a warm, personal friend of Abraham 
Lincoln, and has been a é Republic- 
an since the Republican party was 
formed. His decision’ during the War 
against the military arrest of Madison Y. 
Johnson is still remembered. One important 
episode of his life, which should not be 
omitted in a sketch of his career, is that he 
came within one vote of being elected United 
States Senator at the time that Judge David 
Davis was successful. Judge Lawrence had 
several children, all of whom died early in 
life, except his son, Edward A. Lawrence, 
now 22 years old, who is studymg at Yale 
Coilege. Mrs. Lawrence was with her hus- 
band when he died, 

The American Biographical Publishing 
Company has prepared for a work to be 
called “The Bench and Bar of Chicago,” 
which is not yet published, the following 
biographical sketch of Judge Lawrence: 

Charles B. Lawrence was burn Dec. 17, 1820, in 
Vergennes, Vt., now past 62, neariy the span of 
lite wllotted by che prupoet, but still compara- 
tively hale and weil; is one of those rare old 
New Engiand gentlemen who seem to be pre- 
served, and their existence coatinued, as a tiv- 
ing and present example to-the young man of 
woat may be accomplished ina lifetime of in- 
dustry and honest, couscientious, and taithful 
work. He is not one of the wany who have risen 
from obscurity into the full blaze of an epbem- 
eral popularity, but bas attained to eminence as 
a iawyerand jurist by a gradual but constant 
udvaace. His rise to position was not 
through detraction and malice, but his claims 
Tested on his merit alone. Few have arrived 
at such honors with as few blemishes. So 
far as his public career is coucerned every suc- 
cessive step hus been wisely and happily taken, 
a career which a8 4 whole has been uo less hon- 
oravle to the individual than useful to those 
who come in contact with him. Througnout bis 
life his talents, bis patriotism, bis learning as a 
lawyer aud his clearness as. a Judge, buve shone 
not duzingly but with a steady und tranquil ray 
that bas survived che flash uf cotemporary lights 
that blazed for a time to be quickly ex- 
tinguished for all time. 

He was educated in Vermont; was in Middle- 
bury Coilege there, and subsequentl graduated 
at Union Voliege in Eastern New York in 1841. 
His father was a merchaat, a meniber of the 
Vermont State Senate, held other important 
positions, and was inuchin pubiic life. After 
Ubaries 4. graduated be engaged in teaching in 
Alabama for two years; thence to St. Louis and 
read luw in the office of Senator Geyer. one of 
the ablest members of the var of that city, and 
wus s00n0 after admitted tv tte bar. From there 
he moved to Quincy, Lil. and Commenced prac- 
tice in the spring of 1845, soon attaining toa 
bigh position at the bar as un attorney, and 
guining the esteem of the profession and the

Elis decisions and opinions will live as 
long as the jurisprudence of Illinois lives. He 
is clear and accurate in his investigations of 
important and intricate cases, and forcible 
in presenting them. He is one of the clear- 
est, ablest, and most thorough and reli- 
uble members of this bar. He possesses a com- 
prehensive eemrchery, we of law, a logical ability, 
and great industry: bas signalized himself by 


many notable successes in complicated and im-: 


rtant litigation. His name has been suggest- 
ed and urged for appointment to the beach of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, but he 
deciines the honor. 

As arule, in his social relations he is rather 
reticent, never curt, and has that surest mark 
of one who is at once well-bred and kindly, his 
manners are the same ty every one; a model of 
benevolence, generosity, magnunimity, and a 
worthy citizen, respected and honored by all; 
dignified, but genial and agreeable, a gentleman 
of the older type. His life-work is written 
piainly in the chronicies of his time. 


General Grief Among His Former Asso- 
clates at Springfield. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, April 9.—[{Special.]— 
The news of Judge Lawrence’s death was not 
generally known here till this evening, and 
was received with the sincerest expressions 
ot regret by ali who had known him. The 
suddenness of his demise was a matter of 
general comment. The deceased jurist was 
here a couple weeks ago, with his wife, and 
made an elaburate argumeut before the 
House Committee on Corporations in opposi- 
tion to what is popularly known as the 
Bucket-Shop bill and on behalf of the Chica- 
go Board of Trade, for which he has acted 
as counsel for several years. No one had 
heard of his illness, and the unweicome 
news came like a sudden shock. 

Judge Lawrence’s life in Springfield, save 
for occasional trips here to argue cases, 
might be said to begin and end with his tem- 
porary residence at the Capital while on the 
Supreme bench with his colleagues, Judges 
Breese and Walker. The Supreme Court 
was very busy in those days, with from 1,000 
to 1,200 cases on the dockets, and the Judges 
really worked both day and night. As 
a result it is not to be wondered 
at that Judge Lawrence was coin- 
paratively. little known outside of his 
profession. He rarely mingled in social 
gatherings, and when he did accept invita- 
tions of this sort it was to make pleasant 
little informal calls at the homes of the Hen. 
Milton Hay, Gen. John M. Palmer, Norman 
J. Freeman, and other personal friends. 
And yet, according to Mr. Hay and Mr. Free- 
man, he wasa man of wonderfully genial 
temperament, and well fitted by nature and 
his acquired accomplishments to adormany 
society into which he was thrown. His 
term on the bench lasted from 1864 to 1875. 

A NOTABLE DECISION. 

Early in the latter year he and his asso- 
ciates gave their memorable decision in the 
case of the Chicago & Alton Raiiroad vs. The 
People ex rel. Koerner, Morgan, and Hain- 
mound, the then Railroad Commissioners, on 
appeal from the Circuit Courtof McLean 
County. ‘The case involved the constution- 
ality ot the old law against discrimination, 
and was brought to forfeit the company’s 
charter for alleged violation of that law. The 
Circuit Court decided in favor of the people, 
and the case was elaborately argued before 
the Supreme bench. The Granger excite- 


ment was atits hightin these days, and the 


case attracted general attention from its 
inception. ‘The Supreme Court reversed the 
decision of the lower court, declared the law 
unconstitutional, buc practically held that 
the Legislature had such control over the 
railroads that it could pass a law not against 
discrimination, but against unjust diserim- 
ination. The Legislature was in session at 
the time, and the Granger members freely 
denounced the Judges for overturning a 
Granger law, even if the decision did uphold 
the principle of legislative control, and point 
out in what manner the law required 
amendment. But Judge Lawrence’s term 
expired in June of that year, and his 
decision really cost him his reélection 
and resulted in the elevation to the bench of 
Judge Craig, who was taken up as the 
Granger idol. A Chicago evening luminary 
which had a personal grudge against Judge 
Lawrence, who had tined one of its editors 
fur contempt, has always claimed more or 
less credit tor the victory, though hisvory 
has more correctly attributed the result to 
the influence of the Grangers. 
THE LOGAN SENATORIAL CONTEST. 
Judge Lawrence’s next appearance in 
Springfield, not in person, but by name, was 
in the early part of 1877, when the Republic- 
ans in the Legislature, after vot- 
ing a couple ot weeks for Gen. 
Logan, and, failing to elect him, turned in 
ana voted for Judge Lawrence. Several of 
the Democrats followed suit, but the Demo- 
crats generally held aloof, and the few sore- 
headed Grangers or Lndependents, who held 
the balance of power, and who had not yet 
punished Lawrence enough for that decision, 
wouldan’t have it, and voted for Judge 
Davis. “lf the fight had been kept up aday 
or two longer,” said Mr. Herrington this 
afternoon, ** the Democrats generally would 
have gxone over to Lawrence and he would 
have been elected instead of David Davis.” 
_dudge Lawrence’s latest appearance in 
Springtield, prior to his visit a eouple of 
weeks ago, was early in 1382, when, at the 
request of the State Bar Association, he de- 
livered a eulogy on the late O. H. Brownmg, 
of Quincy, his chief legal antagonist but his 
warin personal friend in the earlier:years of 
his practice. ‘The task was a veritable labor 
of love, and the universal testimony of those 
who heard him was that no man could have 
performed it better. * That eulogy,” said 
the Huon. Milton Hay this afternoon, “was 
one of the best things he has put on record.” 


HIGHLY REGARDED BY THE LEGAL PRO- 
FESSION. 

Mr. Norman L. Freeman, the Supreme 
Court reporter, knew Judge Lawrence inti- 
mately and well, and in conversation with 
Tue ‘T'RIBURE correspondent this afternoon 
expressed his admiration of the deceased 
jurist’s character. “*He was regarded by 
the profession everywhere,” said Mr. Free- 
man, ‘as @ perfectly pure man ang a man of 
very fine legal ability. He was a very schol- 
arly man, of many and varied aecomplish- 
ments, and possessed a wonderfully genial 
temperament as well. One of his prominent 
characteristics as a Judge of the Supreme 
Court was the remarkable acuteness he dis- 
played in the conference-room in detecting 
any contradiction or inaccuracies in an opin- 
ion after it had been written, or expressions 
which said more than was necessary, or 
might be misconstrued in some other case. 
Aman of frail physique, he worked with a 
zeal and an energy that would have worn out 
most men. The secret of it was that he 
worked without friction. It seemed to be no 
labor fur him to work. He thought swiftly 
and worked without apparent Jabor. ” 

HIS EARLY PRACTICE. 

The Hon. Miiton Hay knew Judge Law- 
rence When both livedin the old military 
tract, Mr. Hay at Pittsfield, and Judge Law- 
rence at Quincy. ‘“ Bushnell & Browning,” 
said Mr. liay, as he revived the past with

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GLANDERS. 

TWO MEN DIK OF TIE LOATHSOME DISEASE. 

SprincrieLy, Ii., April ¥9.—(Special.)— 
The State Veterinarian has notified the 
State Board of Health of the existence of 
glanders in Genesee Township, Whiteside 
County. Six infected horses have been found 
on the Conway farm, which has long been 
used asan infirmary for the treatment of 
horses affected with nasal gleet and kindred 
diseases. George Conway, the son of the 
owner, was taken sick March 11, and died on 
the 22d after the most horrible suffering. His 
father was next attacked, and died April 7. 
The facts were reported to the State Veteri- 
narian, but he was powerless to act under 
the law, which confines him to animals of 
the bovine species, Immediately on receipt 
of the information the State Board of Health 
issued the following order to the Town Clerk 
of Coleto, where the disease prevails: 

By virtue of authority vested in this board 

wu are hereby directed to couvene your towu 
Roard of Health tor the purpose of taking im- 
mediate action concerning the existence of 

me in your township. Sec. 127, of Art. 
€i . Chap. 129, of the Revised Statutes consti- 
qtes the Supervisor, Assessur, and Town Clerk 
of each township a Board of Health, and em- 
powers sucb board to make and eaforce any ruics 
and regulations tending to check the spread 
of contagious diseases. From such information as 
is in possession of this office, prompt measures 
should be resorted to In the present case. The 
diseased animais shouid be killed, the premises 
thoroughiy disinfected, and if any persons are 
found vo be affijcted they shouid be isolated un- 
der the supervision of the medical attencayt. 
The disease is of the most contagious and lvath- 
some character, and the fact that two deaths 
have already occurred from it admonishes to 
instant action and the employment of all need- 
ful precautions. You are requested to makea 
full report of the facts and of the action of 
your board to this Office as soon as practicavle.

THE LICENSE QUESTION. 

SPRINGFIELD, Lil., April 9.—[{Special.]~—There 
was no quorum this morning, contrary to iast 
night's expectations, but an effort was made to 
do business just the same. Mr. Quinn asked to 
have his so-called Temperance bill read a first 
‘time, but this was opposed by Sexton, Feliows, 
and Cronkrite, and the latter moved to take up 
bills on first reading on suspension of the rules, 
which prevailed. 

A number of petitions for and against the Li- 
cense bill were presented. 

GOOD ROADS. 

Several new bills were introduced, including 
two by Mr. West for the improvement of State 
roads. One proposes to offer $5,000 in prizes by 
the State Board of Agriculture for the inven- 
tion of machinery for the improvement of roads 
and bighways, and the other authorizes County 
Boards of Supervisors to make awards for the 
construction of good roads, not to be legs than 
ove mile in length in each section. 

RAILROAD DEPOTS, 

A bill introduced by Mr. Stevens, of Hancock 
proposes to compel raliway companies tu build 
and keepinrepair depots at ali stations having 
200 inhabitants, the companies being liable to a 
fine of $200 for violation of its provisions, and 
the Roard of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners to be the judges whether the depot is a 
suitable structure or not. 

FIRST READING. 

Fifty bills were read a first time and ordered 
to second reading, making a total of 235 bills 
now on second reading. 

BSCHOOL SITES. 

Mr. Lawrence, of Cook, secured the postpone- 
mem of the bill introduced by Mr. Thomas, giv- 
ing corporate authorities power to condemn 
land for the location of sechvovol-houses. It was 

repared by the School Board of Cook Couaty. 
Mr. Lawrence claimed in his speech hat it was 
a bill to punish enterprise, tnasmuch as it gives 
such autborities power to locate school-huuses 
in the midet of fine residence property and upon 


the best streets, immediately depreciating the 
vaiue and desirability of such property. and 
punishing. the very men whoee enterprise and 
expenditure had made such locations valuable 
and had assur the character and 
value of property for blocks around 
then. Mr. Lawrence deciared that on 
immense pressure had been brought to bear 
upon him by the best citizens of Caicago to se- 
cure the defeat of the bill. It is likely to excite 
an extended debate when it comes upfor con- 
sideration, 
TRAINING-SCHOOLS. 

An hour anda haif was used up over Mr. 
Bethea’s bill, prppares by County Commissioner 
Senne, of Cock County, to provide for the estab- 
lishment of mental and manual training -schooils 
fur dependent boys and giris. It was amended 
in several respects and the bill, with the amend- 
ments, finally referred to the Committee on 
Charities, 

THIRD READING. 

Eight or ten bills were read a second time and 
ordered to third reading. Theonly one of im- 
portance was O'Mara’'s bill amending the law in 
relation to suits against railroads fur personal 
injuries. The House remained in session till 
1:30, transacting business der a treaty of 
peace, and finally adjoura until tomorrow 
morning. 


BLACKMAILER ARRESTED. 


The Pitt«bure Doctor Who Tried to 
Extort $10,000 from Mary Anderson’s 
Stepfather Locked Up-—HMis Diapha- 
nous Explanation. 

PrrTssurG, Pa., April 9.—[{Special.}]—Dr. 
G. H. Marshall was arrested this evening for 
complicity in the attempt to blackmail Mary 
Anderson, the actress. In an interview with 
him behind the bars he said: “About the 
middie. of last December a package was 
handed in at my house on Mount Washing- 
ton. Il opened it and found a letter signed 
“Faith, Hope, and Charity,” three pictures, 
and a note requesting me to write to Miss 
Anderson and ask $10,000 for the pictures. 
Well, 1 didn’t know what to do about 
it, but I wrote to Miss Anderson, 
saying that I had some things that 
were of value to her. I wrote twice, and Dr. 
Griflin responded to the second one, asking 
me to send him the pictures. I replied, say- 
ing that I would place the whole thing in his 
hands, that I knew nothink about it, and that 
I would forward the pictures by express. lI 


received a letter from Dr. Griffin that he had 
placed the whole matter in the hands of the 
Chief of Police. That’s all I heard of the 
matter until Isaw the statements in the pa- 
pers.

RAILROADS. 


At Such an Hour as the Rastern 
Trunk Lines Think Not Of War 
May Be Declared. 


If the New Lines Do Not Break Up the 
Pool the Dressed-Beef Ques- 
tion May. 


An Intimation that Certain Stock- Yards 
Men Are Playing a Little Game 
of Their Own. 


The Terms on Which the Illinois Central’s Sioux 
City & Omaha Line Got into the 
lowa Pool. 


A War Among the Eastern Trunk Lines 
Likely to Break Out at Any Moment— 
The Complications KRegarding the 
Percentages Demanded by the New 
Reads and the Proposed Advance in 
Dressed-Weef Kates. 

Never before since the formation of the 
east-bound pools has their existence been so 
precarious as at present, and great fears are 
entertained that before long another war 
among the Eastern roads will be inau- 
gurated. That the pools have been 80 well 
maintained up to the present is due 
in a great measure to the ability of 
and the herculean efforts to maintain peace 
by Commissioner Fink. If Mr. Fink was 
still enjoying the good health he did former- 
ly he might succeed now in quieting the ex- 
isting troubles and avoiding complications, 
but his health has been greatly impaired by 
overwork, and for some weeks past he has 
been unable to attend to his duties, ‘There 
is no otherman connected with the Eastern 
pools who has the power and influence with 
the trunk-line managers that Mr. Fink has, 
and without his counsels they are almost 
certain to become entangled in controversies 
that will make the further continuance of 
the pool an impussibility. The clouds have 


been gathering for some time, and the storm - 


is likely to break forth at any moynent. 
The eruption is likely to be causéd by 
the difficulty in making provisions for the 
admission of the Nickel-Piate and the Chi- 
eago & Atlantic Railroads into the east- 
bound pool, and the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western into the west-bound pool, Un- 
less these roads are edmitted svon it will not 
be possibile to maintain rates either on west- 
bound or east-bound business. 

THE DEMANDS. 

The new roads demand so large a propor- 
tion of the business that the granting of their 
demands by the poo! lines is out of the ques- 
tion. To grant what they ask would reduce 
the percentage of the old lines so largely that 
they would not have enough left to live on. 
But even in the event of these roads modify- 
ing their demands it will be a hard 
matter to arrive at) an amicable 
settlement, because the pool lines are 
wide apart as to which of the pool roads 
should bear. the reduction in percentages 
made necessary by the admission into the 
pool of the new lines. ‘The Pennsylvania 
says it will not accept any less percentage 
than it now receives, as its facilities have 
been largely increased and the new lines 
are not direct competitors. The Grand 
Trunk will not only not accept a 
less percentage, than it now gets, but de- 
mands a large increase, Claiming that it is 


able to carry more than twice as much as its . 


present allotted percentage, which is only 6 
per cent, while lately it has carried, incjud- 
ing dressed beef, from 15 to 20 per cent. The 
Baltimore & hio also claims that its 
present percentage is about as 
small as it can possibly be expected 
to take. Under these circumstances the two 
Vanderbilt roads—Michigan Central and 
Lake Shore—would be compelled to stand 
about all of the percentages to be given to 
the Nickel-Plate and Chicago & Atlantic, 
and this would reduce the percentages of 
those roads to almost nothing. 
DRESSED-BEEF RATES, 

There is another complication, and this is 
the demand of the Pennsylvania and other 
trunk lines for an advance in the dressed- 
beef rates. ‘The dressed-beef business has, 
during the last year or two, been assuming 
large proportions and is steadily increasing. 
This business has been carried principally by 
two rouds—the Grand Trunk and the Michi- 
gan Ceutral, the former getting the bulk of 

roduct from Armour & Co. and Swift & 
‘o.’s establishment, and the latter from that 
of Hainmond & Co., which are the principal 
firms engaged in this business. The large 
proportions the dressed-beef business is as- 
suming greatly alarms the roads which prin- 
cipally depend upon the ceattie busi- 
ness, and they are therefore deter- 
mined to force up the dressed-beef rates 
to so high a tigure as to wake the business 
unprotitable. In this war against the dressed- 
beef business the owners of the Stock-\ ards 
are also taking a hand. The factthat a large 
number of prominent Eastern railroad man- 
agers are personally interested in 
the Stock-Yards makes this war against 
dressed beet the more formidabie, as 
these inanagers would naturaily care more 
for their own personal interests than those of 
the stockholders of their roads, and they can 
better atford to have this matter result ina 
railroad war than in the ruination of the ecat- 
tle business and the stock-yards. ‘he roads 
which have been doing the bulk of the 
dressed-beef business are firmly determined 
that there shall be no further advance 
in the rate, as the present rate of 60 per cent 
above live-stock is ail that the business can 
stand, and they have deciared their intention 
rather to withdraw from the east-bound 
pools than to submit to an advance in rates 
ou this class of freight. 

LARGE CONTRACTS MADE, 

The Grand Trunk, fof instance, be- 
ing under the impression that no 
attempt could possibly be made _ to 
further increase the dressed-beef 
rates, has made large contracts with some of 
the principal firms, which cannot be disposed 
of within the next two or three months, and 
which cannot be abrogated without subject- 
ing the road to immense loss. A meeting of 
the trunk line managers will be heid in New 
York this week to consider the proposed ad- 
vance in dressed-beef rates, and a large 
batch of figures .and statements regarding 
the relative cost of transporting live stock 
and dressed beet were sent to Commissioner 
Fink by Mr. Moore, the Chicago Joint Pool 
Agent, yesterday for the mauageér to ponder 
over. The meeting will no doubt be astormy 
one, and is likely to widen the breach al- 
ready existing between the trunk-line mag- 
nates. 

VANDERBILT’S DOINGS. 

That the Eastern raittoad magnates have 
been expecting a war to break out for some 
time past is indicated by the fact that they 
have been preparing for a conilict for more 
than six months past. Vanderbilt has not 
only extended his lines into the Grand 
Trunk territory, and joined hands with the 
Canadian Pacific, but he is also constricting 
a new bridge across the Niagara at 
the falis, so as not to be compelled 
to use e Suspension Bridge owned 
by the Grand Trunk. He has aiso extended 
his lines into the territory of the Pennsy!- 
vania and joined hands with the Reading 
Thus he expects to be able to fight success- 
fully against his competitors on the north 
and south. But the Grand Trunk did Penn- 
syivania have aiso not been idie, and have 
been building new lines and furming new 
combinations to be able to show Vanderbilt 
a bold frout when the trouble begins. 


The Terms oun Which the Illinois Cen- 
trai’e Sioux City Line Was Admitted 
Into the lowa Pool. 

It has already been stated In Tur Tuip- 
UNE that at a meeting of the lowa Trunk 
Line Association held in this city last week 
the Iilinois Central’s Sloux City & Omaha 
Line was admitted into the lowa pool, cut 
upon what terms the arrangement was made 
could not be Jearned at the time; It now 
transpires that the Lilinois Central & Omaha 
Line gets 7 per cent of the business 
between Chicago and Omaha. This amount, 
it is understood, is to be taken 
from the gross earnings of the pool and the 
balance is to be divided among the other five 
roads the same as heréetofore—namely: 20 
per cent for each line. ‘These roads are the 
Northwestern, Burlington, Rock Island, 
Wabash, and Milwaukee & St. Paul. The

The lowa pool lines 
at first refused to take any notice whatever 
of the new competitor, Claiming that it was 
not capable of doing much mischief on ac- 
count of the greater length of its line. But 
aiter awhile, when the pew line demonstrated 
its ability to control ashare of the Omaha 
traffic, negotiations were opened which 
finally resulted in the adinission of the line 
on the terms stated above.

American Enterprise in Honduras. 

The New York World has the following 
regarding the construction of railroads, 
through American enterprise, in Honduras: 

The Honduras Congress was opened by Presi- 
dent Sotoon Feb. 19. La bis speech the most in- 
teresting statement was that a contract in - 
erence to the Inpteroceanic Railroad has be@n 
made with J. J. Waterbury and J. L. Hance, of 
New York. Under this coutraet a privilege is 
granted for the cvvustruction Of a railroad across 
the Republic from tue Bay of Honduras to the 
Bay of Fonseca. The contractors agree that it 
shall be well built and properly suppiied with 
docks, wharves, etc. The privilege is 
for ninety-nine years, but at the ex- 
piration of tbirty years the Government 
will ve at liberty to grant other con- 
ceasions. At tbe expiration of ninety-nine 
years the line, with all its appurtenances, will 
be begun by March next end the line be finished 
withia tive years. The contractors on their part 
undertake tu arrange for the payment of the 
ruinous debt incurred in France and Engiand. 
Large grants of land and permission to work the 
Opoteva and other mines are inducements Hon- 
duras gives the contractors, as well as permis 
sion to connect their lines with those of Salva 
dor and Tegucigalpa. Messrs. Waterbury & 
Hance have organized a company in New York 
whicb will carry out the stipulations of the con- 
tract. 


Cincinnati’s New Central Depot. 

CrncinnAtl, O., April 9%.—[Special.]— 
Trains began yesterday to leave and arrive 
atthe new union passenger station, which 
has been christened the Grand Central. It 
occupies an entire square fronting Third 
street, between Central avenue and John 
street, and has been built by the Cincinnati, 
lndiapapolis, St. Louis & Chicago Company 
at a cost of upward of §$1,000000. When 
projected it was expected that all the roads 
in the city would run into it, with the exeep- 
tion of the Pennsylvania and Louisville & 
Nashville. Upon this point, however, there 
is likely to be some disappointment. ‘Thus 
far the only trains entering the new 
depot are those of the company whicn built 
it and of the Bee Line. The Ohio & Missis- 
sippi refuses to come in for the reason that 
the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis & 
Chicago Road is a competitor for St. Louis 
business, and the Ohio & Mississippi officials 
are afraid that they will be discriminated 
against. The same apprehension regarding 
Iudianapolis and Chicago business is likely 
to keep out the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton Road, and the Cincinnati Southern is 
afraid to come in through fear of being dis- 
criminated against by having an undue pro- 
portion of the Kentucky Central, of which 
Mr. Ingalls is President.. The Marietta «& 
Cincinnati, being a Baltimore & Ohio road, 
must connect with the Ohio & encopp 
and cannot come in for that reason. The 
new station is much supenor both as to lov- 
eation and convenience to any of those in 
use by the roads named, and it would much 
contribute to the convérnience of the public 
were they ali to use it. ~** 

A Knotty Question. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 9.—[Special.]— The 
Kentucky Central, since it passed into the 
control of the Chesapeake & Ohio and the Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis & Chicago, 
has become an important link, and the re- 
cent extensions have given it a large busi- 
ness ofits own. Its northern terminus is 
now in Covington, which is a serious hin- 
drance. Howto get over the river is the 
question which its management have been 
for some time considering. Thetrains could 
be brought over by the way of the Louisville 
& Nashville bridge, but in that 
case they would have to be 
runinto the Pennsylvania depot, and that 
would not do atall.

The Canadian Authorities BRefuse to 
Amend Customs Regulations to Yuit 
American Distiliers, and the Latter 
Wiii Try the Experiment of Export- 
ing via Pensacola, Fia. 

Ortawa, Ont, April 9,—|Special.]—In 
reply to Mr, Kirk asto whether it Js the 
intention of the Government to accede to the 
request of the United States Distillers’ Aaso- 
ciation to modify existing customs laws and 
regulations so as to admit of the entry of 
spirituous Jiquors into Canada from foreign 
countries in packages of less quantity th an 
the regulations now admit, the Minister of 
Customs stated in Parliament today that it is 
not the intention of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to make any change in the'regalations 
ne -a the importation of spirits into Can- 
ada. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 9.—The negotia- 
tions with Canada for the admission of 
whisky in American packages having failed, 
the Louisville & Nashville and the Georgia 
Southern Railroad Companies are making 
arrangements to put in a line of vessels 
from Pepsacola to Bermuda, so that y 
ean transport whisky via Pensacola to Lou- 
isville at a minimum of cost. Fa- 
cilities for the transaction of an ex- 
port business at Pensacola are the 
very best, and it is believed that many 
of the charges that attach to export ship- 
ments via New York can be saved and near- 
ly all the export movement of whisky will be 
via Pensacola, lt 1s even calculated that the 
cost of exporting and relmporting whisky via 
Pensacola may be reduced below the expect- 
ed cost if shipped to Canada, and when own- 
ers estimate the importance to atiach to 
whiskies from their long voyage through an 
almost tropical climate it may prove a fort- 
unate circumstance Canadian nego- 
tianons failed.

HE RAISED THE MONEY

THE COUNTY BOARD. 
INSPECTING POOR-HOUSES., 

A special meeting of the County Board was 
held yesterday afternoon, ail of the members 
present except Messrs, Donnersberger and Eu- 
der. 

Under the bead of unfinished business, Messrs. 
Sommer, Senne, and Ochs were appointed a 
committee, by a resvlution of Mr. Senne, to visit 
poor-bouses, etc., in other counties and States, 
with a view to making recommendations for the 
employment of the pa®pers of the county at 
some light labor by which they might be made 
self-supporting. The expenses of the commit- 
tee are limited to $100. 

A resolution was presented asking the Judges 
to revoke their order for the appointment ofa 
special janitor to take care of the Kecorder’s 
olfice,on the ground that the work could be 
done by the reguiar janitors. It was adopted, 


and a copy thereof was ordered forwarded to 
the Judges. 


UNEARTHING UNTAXED PROPERTY. 


The following was read! from City Cierk How- 
ard, which was said to have been adopted by the 
City Council: | 

WHEREAS, It is a current rumor that there 1s 
& great amount of real and personal property in 
this city which escapes taxation because it is 
not listed by the Assessors or the owners of the 
same; and 

WHEREAS, One of the fundamental principles 
of our Government is that taxation shall be 
equal; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Cook County be and is hereby re- 
quested to use all means to have ali property 
listed for taxation, and that they employ some 
competent person or persons to search for prop- 
erty beretofore concealed, omitted, or not re- 
ported, and have it properly put on the As- 
sessor's books. 

Following the resolutions,a communication 
was read from the County Clerk stating that he 
had already employed a competent person to do 
the work contemplated. The individual employ- 
ed, it was afterward learned, is one of the em- 
ployésin the County Clerk’s office, who hails 
from the Town of Cicero, and what he is doing is 
going over the Assessor’s books and finding the 
lots and blocks which have not been assessed, if 
any. 

The whole subject was referred to the Ju- 
diciary Committee, and will most likely stay 
there, 

A RESULT OF THE STRIKE. 

The contractor for bricklaying on the additions 
to,the County Hospital called attention to tne 
strike of his workmen, and that work had been 
suspended, and asked that he be credited with 
whatever time might.be lost. The comwmunica- 
tion was referred to the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Hospital. 

A bill was submitted from the County Clerk of 
Du Page County, amounting to $204, for prepar- 
ing the records In the appeal in the case of 
Harms vs. Couk County, which was allowed. 

Mr. Senne introduced a resolution referring 
the matter of the claim of the Hinsdaie- Doyle 
Grapnit Company against the county back to 
Judge Biodgett for his action, be having heard 
all of the evidence in the case. It was re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee. 

Bids were opened for insuri the new build- 
ings ut the County Hospital. They were at the 
uniform rate of 1% per cent, and Jacob Lenga- 
cher was given the preference, and ordered to 
prepare the policies at once. 

The board then adjoutned. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
ITS INTRODUCTION AT HAVERLY’S A DE- 
CIDED SUCCESS, 

At half-past 2 o’cluck yesterday afternoon an 
exhibiuon of the new ineandescent electric 
light was given in Haverly’s Theatre. For some 
months past the Western Edison Electric- Light 
Company has been perfecting the Slant. and 
yesterday the tirst exhibition was given under 
the direction of the engineer of the company, 
Mr. P. D. Jonnston. There were present Mr. 
Anson Stager, President of the compa- 
ny; Manager John C. Duff. and members 
of his company now playing at Haverty's; 
and members of the press. There are in 


| the theatre 637 lights in all, operated by 


three dynamos—one for the vestibules and 
entrances, One for the stage, and one; for the 
auditorium. There is not a gaslight in the house 
now, every jet baving been replaced by the 
Edison globes. There are forty movabie bunch 
lights for use on the stage and forty ground 
lights. Then there are five sets of border lights 
above the stage, two of which contain thirty-five 
lights each d the other three twenty-five 
lights each. e chandelier in the centre of the 
auditorium, which was manufactured at a cost 
of $500, bears seventy-four burners, and there 
are 160 others distributed tbrough the auditori- 
um. In the vestibules and, entrances there are 
fitty-three lights, and the dressing-rooms and 
stage are wiso lighted. 

Below the sidewalk in front is the new engine, 
buiit expressty for the plant, with 200 revolu- 
tions per minute. Connected with it are lamps 
which denote the candic- power used throughout 
the house. in the tirst right stage entrance are 
twelve switches and six resistances for the reg- 
ulution of the lights. By means of these the 
lights in any partot the house can be lowered, 
raised, or entirely extinguisbed. in the dress- 
ing-rooms the lights are independent and can 
be turned on and out the same as gas. Euch 
burner is warranted for 600 hours, and will last 
three or four months in a theatre uviess broken. 
Of course this light does away with all danger 
from tire. 

The light givenisa soft and mellow one re- 
semnbling daylight. One of the members of Mr. 
Duff's company, J. H. Ryley, who bay sung in 
the Savoy Theatre, Londoo, where a similar 
light is used, was asked if it spoiled the appear- 
ance of the “ make-up,"’ but he said the sume 
lights were in the dressing-rooms, and if an 
actor “ made up” by the light he would look all 
right on the stage. The expense of putting in 
this light bas been $15,000 to Manuger Haverly, 
but be was determined to do away with gas, and 
he has done 80, There is no doubt but that the 
light will be a great success in theatres, an 
every one is enthusiastic over its success. :

REHOBOTH HOME. 


MRS. T. B. CARSE EXPLAINS THE RELATIONS 
SUSTAINED TO If BY THE W. Cc. T. U. 
CHICAGO, April 9.—{Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Willi you kindly allow me to make arn explana- 
tion in regard to an interview in your issue of 
yesterday between Miss Moffatt, the missionary 
at the Rehoboth, and your reporter. The Cen- 
trai Woman’s Christian Temperance Union do 
not withdraw on the Ist of May from the sup- 
port of the department of the Kehoboth Mission, 
where fallen women are taken in and provided 
for, on account of the heavy expense, but be- 
cause they could not in consideration of its sit- 
uation and the class they badto deal with carry 
it on upon any principles different f.0m those of 
the Erring Woman's Kefuge and other reforma- 
tory institutions where it is necessary to 
eufurce almost prison-tike discipline. When we 
first started the work we were saoguine it might 
be carried on upon the principles of au ideal 
bome, where ilove would be the restraining 
power. A year’s experience has tuught us that 
the unfortunate ry with but few exceptions, 
have been uuused to Giscipline or continued in- 
dustry, and are at the mercy of theirown way- 
ward passions, and, if order that they may be 
helped into better ways of living, they require 
constant watching and a restraining of their 
liberty, at leastror a time. Under these cir- 
cumstances, we thought that the voutiay was un- 
necessary, as the Refuge provided for just such 
cases. e know that Miss Moffatt does not re- 
gard the work quite in this light, and, as she 
was desirous of continuing it, and bad ex- 
pressed a wish several times that she would like 
to carry it on as a faith work, the board 
offered her the use of the furniture for this pur- 
pose. We will still continue to carry on the mis- 
sion at this point. Gospel meetings will be held 
nightly, and'there will be a free kindergarten, 
industrial school, Sabbath-schvool, with Sunday 
services morning and evening as usual. Miss 
Moffatt is to be continued in coarge of the mis- 
sion ata stated salary per month. The cost tv 
us after May 1 to cafry on, the mission will be 
about $200 per month: the cost of what Miss 
Moffatt is going to assume will be about $250 per 
month. Her aim is a noble one, and ber faith 
sublime. May she receive assistance commen- 
surate with the greatness of the undertaking.

BAD JURIES. 


The County Clerk Ordered to Go 
Ahead and Fill the Box. 


Locating the Blame for the Poor Jurors Who 
Have Recently Shown Up. 


At the meeting of the County Board yes- 
terday the jury question was brought up by 
the introduction of the following resolution 
by Mr. Mattocks, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the County Clerk be and he is 
hereby requested to place in the jury-box the 
names of al. jurors as received from each Cow- 
missioner wheo furnished for that purpose; and 
that he cause to be copied immediately the 
names from all lists which have been or may be 
furnished bim by any Commissioner for that 
purpose onto cards, ana deposit such cards in 
the jury-box without deluy, and each day, as 
fust as said lists are copied. 

The adoption of the resolution does not 
seem to have been necessary, from the fact 
that the County Clerk had already complied 
with its requirements as far as was in his 
power. Butitcando no harm perhaps to 
agitate the question, especially since so 
much had been said on the subject, and the 
character of the juries drawn in the various 
courts has been so_ severely criticised by the 
Judges. 

THE COUNTY CLERK INDIGNANT. 

After the adjournment of the board Mr. 
Ryan, the County Clerk, was seen, and was 
very indignant over the fact that the papers 
had said that Judge Smith had told Com- 
missioner Mattocks that he proposed to call 
him up to explain why he had not put the 
new names prepared in the jury-box. He 
said he had just met the Judge and asked 
him about it, and that the Judge denied hav- 
ing ever said anything of the kind. The 
Clerk repeated his excuse for not having put 
the names in, which was to the effect that he 
had been waiting for the completion of the 
list, and that, beside, there had been no 
necessity for his doing so. 

JUDGE SMITH. 


Judge Smith was subsequently seen on the 
subject and agreed with Mr. Ryan, saying 
that he had never thought of calling him be- 
fore him on the subject, for the reason that 
ne ve no authority to do anything of the 

ind, 

“But, Judge,” interposed the reporter 
* Commissioner Mattocks claims to have had 
an interview with you Friday, and that you 
told him that Mr. Ryan would be called upon 
to explain ?”’ 

*Mr. Mattocks was to see me on the sub- 
ject, it is true, but he must have misunder- 
stood me, for the most I said was thatif Mr. 
Ryan had not put the names in the box he 
ought to have done it,”’ 

‘*Mr. Mattocks has also said that you com- 
plained about the jury in your court some 
days agu ?”’ 

“The facts are that the juries have never 
been what they should be, and the cause of 
itis clear tome thatthe law on the subject 
has not been complied with. Whois to blame 
lam not prepared to say, but the jury in 
question was no jury at ail. In fact, i did 
not have a chance to see them, for the reason 
that they did not putin an appearance. Out 
of a panel of tifty only eight responded, and 
I had to adjourn my court and issue a spe- 
cial venire, and all of this noise came out of 
the fact.that in examining the jury when 
completed I found one man who, in answer 
to questions as to his competéncy, said he 
had been summoned in the Court-House, and 
that he was out of a joband had been seeking 
something to do,”’ 

** Did you accept him ?” 

*] excused him at once.” 

“You said you did not think the juries 
were what they should be.”’ 

* That is my position.”’ 

HOW TO GET BETTER JURIES. 

“Tlow would you remedy the difficulty ?” 

** Enforce the laws.” 

“That means that you would have the 
Commissioners exercise a greater discretion 
than they do in the selecting of names to be 
drawn from ?”’ 

“ They cannot be too careful in the matter, 
and after the names are drawn and put in 
the box they should be guarded with the 
same care that the ballot-box is. I do not 
mean to say,” he continued, * that anything 
wrong hus been done, but I can see how it 
would de very easy to stuff the jury-box, 
and, theretore, | regard it as absolutely nec- 
essary that’ after the box has been once 
filled itshould be locked and sealed, and 
nat , whe County Clerk should carry the 

ey. 
In answer to further questions as to the 
process of drawing jurors the Judge referred 
the revorter to what the law required, which 
was that the Clerk of the Court should draw 
them in person. A bystander, however, sug- 
gested that such had not been the case, and 
that the rule had been to send the venire to 
the County Clerk, and that he returned the 
number of names wanted; but the reporter 
was afterward assured in the most positive 
terms that such was not and never had been 
the custom in that court, and the Clerk or 
one of his deputies had always done the 
drawing according to law. 

WHERE THE TROUBLE Is. 

The trouble with the whole jury question 
is that the law has scarcely ever been com- 
plied with, and that the County Commission- 
ers are perhaps most to blame in the matter. 
It is their duty to prepare jury lists at the 
September meeting of each year, whether 
the box is empty or not, which they have not 
done. The box, however, it appears, not- 
withstanding their neglect, has never been 
empty until about two weeks ago, when the 
Clerk of the Criminal Court depleted it. 
But the Commissioners are not alone to 
blame—in fact, the blame for bad juries could 
be spread out to cover the Bailiffs, the Clerks 
of the courts, and even the Judges. ‘lhe 
simple drawing of a name, for instance, does 
not mean the person will serve as a juror by 
any means, for under the present order of 
things itis in the power of the Bailiffs to 
summon almost any one they please, and it 
is too often the case that to save themselves 
trouble in summoning these drawn, or to re- 
ward a friend by giving him employment, 
they pervert the spirit of the jury system. 
Only yesterday a juror was discovered in 
one of the courts who had never been 
drawn, and was there fur the money 
that was in it—$1.50 a day. Then, again, 
persons summoned against their will are 
often excused by the Clerks ina quiet way. 
and last, but not least, the Judges contribute 
their share in undoing the law. They excuse 
persons when they should not be excused, 
and issue special venires when it is unneces- 
sary, if not unlawtul, thus opening the way 
to the * professional,” who is lurking around 
the halls of every court-room. The latter 
suggestion has been abundantly illustrated 
in the fact that in the last tew months 
numerous “specials” have been ordered, 
while at no time up to two weeks ago, as be- 
fore stated, has the jury-box been einpty. 

It will be seen, therefore, that to have good 
juries the Commissioners must first prepare 
a jury-list as the law requires; that the list 
when prepared must be guarded carefully; 
that the Bailiffs must summen those who are 
drawn and none others; that the Clerks of 
the courts must cease to excuse their friends 
from service; and that the Judges must do 
their duty in-enforcing the law on the sub- 
ject.

DIRECTORS’ LIABILITY. 


Common Law and Equity Mold They 
Shall Perform the Duty Intrusted to 
Them. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, April 9.—[Special.|— 
On the 15th of March last THe TriBUNE 
published a special dispatch from this city 
containing the substance of a decision ren- 
dered by Judge Phillips in the Macoupin 
Circuit Court, giving a depositorin an in- 
solvent bank a verdict against the Directors 
of the bank personally. The decision was 
an important one, and attracted the atten- 
tion of bank directors of the country, as well 
as of counsel for large depositors in these 
institutions. Judge Phillips held that Di- 
rectors of a bank are individually liable to 
depositors for money committed to the bank 
after it had become insolvent. 

Since the publication of the dispatch in 
Tux Trisune a number of inquiries con- 
cerning the decision have been received from 
Kastern attorneys. One Boston firm of law- 

ers wrote to the Circuit Clerk of Macoupin 

in rétation to it, and that official re- 
ied substantially that no such decision had 
n rendered by Judge Phillips. The fact 
is, however, that the decision was rendered 

y Judge Phillips in a case in which the 
irectors of the suspended Bank of Bunker 

Hill were defendants. 

Messrs. Hay, Greene & Littler, of this city, 
were counsei for the plaintiff, and Gen. John 
M. Palmer was one of the attorneys for the 
defendants: Judge Greene and Mr. Hay 
say there can no question ahout 

on, or as to the effect 
of it; and it is presumed the Clerk of the 


' eourt when written to on the question was 


either uninformed as to the facts or carelesly 
answered an important. aaquiry. Jud 
Greene, in jooty to questions of detail in 
litigation, dictated the following statement: 
The deciaration in the case alleged the de- 
dants to be trustees of the Bunker Hill 
k of Macoupin County; that as such 
trustees it was their duty from time to time 
to examine the ks, assets, and accounts 
of the bank, andthusinform themselves of 
the solvency of the institution, and if insolv- 
ent to give public notice of such fact; 
that at the time the plaintiff made 
the deposits in question the bank 
was really insolvent, and that 
had defendants performed their duty as 
above described they would have known the 
fact of such insolvency. On the contrary, 


_however, they. in ignorance of facts which 


it was their duty to know, after such insolv- 
ency continued to hold the institution out to 
the public as a safe depository of money, in 
consequence of which acts the plaintiff made 
the deposits and suffered the loss alleged, 
whereby the defendants became liable to the 

laintiff in damages for the amount of the 

sustained. 

Tothis count there was a demurrer inter- 

upon the ground that the facts alleged 

not show a ground of action against the 

defendants personally. After argument upon 

the demurrer the court took the question 

under advisement, and, after full considera- 

tion, overruled the demurrer and sustained 

count—a decision which declared that a 

itor in un insolvent bank has ground 

of action against the Directors of the bank 
personally for damages. 

It is hot known what further steps will be 
taken in the case.

$911,000 in the reserve items in bank, while 
considerably increasing the liabilities cailing 


for reserve. The otfset in balances due 
from banks, bowever, has increased quite 
largely.

COMM ERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were fairly 
active yesterday, and very. irreguiar in tone, 
Grain was very weak at the outset, with no 
néw reason therefor except perhaps the fact of 
warmer weather. The heaviness ef Saturday 
led people both in the city and outside to an- 
ticipate a further decline, ana they were sellers 
“by a large majority” at the outset, which re- 
suited in a further sbrinkage of prices. But 
there was a good deal of buying, and the demand 
was good enough to cause a decided reaction, 
the strength not lasting till the end of the 
session. The buying of futures was mostly 
done to fill shorts, but some long  pur- 
chases were made. The feeling was very vervous 
throughout. The markets were not weak when 
down, and were far from strong when near the 
top. The great mass of operators were afraid 
to trust either symptom, and the wavering con- 
dition made it very difficult to act on orders 
sent in response to information about current 
prices. There was, however, more disposition to 
take hoid for shipment. Several orders were 
fllied, some being on limits which were

set last week. A big lot of corn and 
some wheat were taken for export, 
while it was understood that No 2 


wheat went down very near to the views of 
some foreign buyers. The weather here was 
simply magnificent for the time of yesr, and it 
was warm to the westward. Omaha reported 72 
degrees of the thermometer. The market for 
pork products was relatively steady. The mar- 
gin calls of the morning were unusually large. 
It was estimated that nearly or quite $3,000,00u 
was put up as security for the performance of 
contracts, and many calis were made which the 
longs did not care to respond to, resulting in 
selling right and lett on the markets for grain. 
The iate tone was strong, chiefly in grain. 

Provisions were moderately active early in the 
day, and duli afterwards. Pork declined 74@ 
10c, then improved 12%c, and closed 2%@ic 
below the latest prices of Saturday, at $18.07% 
asked for May and $18.42%4 for July, Lard sold 
down 2%c, advanced 10@12%c, and closed ata 
shade of improvement, at $11.27% for May and 
$11.37% bid for July. Meats exhibited little 
change, closing steady at $9.8) bid tor May 
short ribs and $10.00 for June do. Liverpool re- 
ported an advasce of 3@6d on meats, and the 
local hog market was stronger. Provisions 
weakened at the outset, in sympathy with grain, 
but there was not much stuff on sale at the 
jower prices, and a second dispatch from the 
Stock- Yards, announcing a further advance 
there, turned the tide on "Change, but the later 
feeling was easier. There was not much ship- 
ping demand for meats, except that hams were 
wanted, both green and cured, and were rela- 
tively strong. On the afternoon call pork de- 
clined 10@12%c, and lard and meats declined 2% 
@b5e, all closing tame, though the long futures 
in lard were comparatively firm. 

Flour was dull, but the buying of one or two 
round lots made the aggregate of sales larger 
than on Saturday. The market was weak early, 
and then steadier. Bran and other coarse mili- 
stuffs were lower. 

Wheat was fairly active, and again lower. The 
market declined 1%@1%c, then improved 1c, 
but more than lost the advance, and closed 14@ 
1%c below the latest prices of Saturday, at 
$104 for May and $1.06 for July. The British 
markets were quoted 3@6d per quarter lower, 
but this was understood to be because the re- 
porters there dia not fathom the depth of the 
weakness last week. Private advices noted a 
steadier tone, and some limited orders were re- 
ceived by cable ‘which certainly came much 

nearer to our market prices than anything had 
for a month previously. As above noted 
the crowd was. weak at the opening, 
on the fact of fine weather, and some 
large selling orders were received from the sea- 
board. But the shorts took hold so freely as to 
induce a reaction. Some of the purchases were 
made on the strength of certain estimates about

There was a very active inquity yesterday on 
the part of gfain-shipperg for vessel-room to 
the ioWer lakes, espécially Lake Ontario ports, 
and rates to Kingston advanced 4@ of 4 cent 
a bushel on both cérn and wheat, chatters being 
made at 6% cents a bnshe! on corn and 6% cents 
on wheat. Quite a numbér of vessels were 
taken at tnése figures. Kates to Buffalo ad- 
vanced, anid a charte® was made for that port 
for & cargo Of corn at an advance of % & cénta 
bushel over last week’s rates—3% cents being the 
figure. V esselmen are very jubilant at the pros- 
pect, the general impression betrig that carry- 
ing rates will got go below 3%@4 cents at 
any. time durmg the season. Whether these 
rates prevail will owe in a great measure 
to vessel-owners themselves: There is an im- 


-mense amouct of grain to be shipped from tbis 


port, atid if vesselmen exhibit atiy firmness 
whatever rates will remain at a paying fgeure. 
There is bat little danger that the big steam 
transportation lines will out rates unless com- 
pelléd to do so by the owneré of sat! craft. Yés- 
terday’s engagements comprised the following 
vessels:

A bill bas been introduced into the Canadian 
Parliament to provide for professional examina- 
tions of masters and mates of both steam and 
sail vessela, and it is receiving a good deal of 
attention from vesselmen. The Toronto (lwbe 
in speakifg of this bill éays: “It ie safe to say 
that a fair Majority of both Captains and mates 
favor the passing of the bill. It is to be sup- 
posed that a large majority of those who have 
been actifNg as masters and mates of vessels 
were competent sailors, and that they will be 
well pleased at the distinction established be- 
tween competent and incompetent officers. 
It will be a public benefit also. 
The responsibility of a certificated officer 
Will make him exktfa careful in the matters 
of overigading nis vessel and running risks in 
shiling when the Weather threatens, of in verit- 
uring Out in a vessel that is not seaworthy. OUc- 
casionally a highly competent master of a 
steamer Was constrained to sail With ano over- 
loaded vessel agaifist bis better judgment. These 
thitigs will not so readily occur whed the coni- 
mander of a vessel has aGovernitiert certiticate 
iu his pocket. It is thought that the examina- 
tion of masters and mates shuuld be substan- 
tially the Same. The mate should be as weil 
versed ih bavigation as the mister, and thé ac- 
quired intelligence of the one should equal that 
of the other. The cothuiander has greater re- 
sponsibility, amd for this he will bavé higher 
wages.

THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


The Goteborg System of Hegulat- 
ing It. 


Cricaao, April 9.—{Edtter of The Trib- 
une.}—Much is being said and written in 
these days on thé subject of the cotitro) of 
the liquor traffic, both in this and in other 
countries, and among the few plans which 
may be said to have some miéritorions feat- 
ures the so-called “Géteborg system” éan 
safely be reckoned. 

It owes its origi, says a writer in a recent 
number of a Leipzig journal—Die Garten- 
laube—to an inquiry into the causes of the 
poverty atid wretchéedness of the lower 
classes in Sweden, or, to be more exact, in 
the City of Gdetborg, an inquiry which was 
stt on foot by Sven Adolf Hedluad, the pub- 
lisher of a mereantile and shippiig newspa- 
per of that city. 

On the 3ist of May, 1864, he offered a reso- 
lution in the City Couneil for the appoifit- 
ment of 4 dommittee to be charged with the 
duty of inquiring into the reasons for the in- 
créasing misery in Gdteborg and of submit- 
ting propositions leoking to its abolishment. 

The committee, of which Hedlund was @ 
member, made two recommendations: 

First, anew order of things in the retail 
liqnor traffic; and, second, the building of 
dwellings for ttie laboring classes. 

in their report, made in April, 1865, the 
committee said thatin all the wréetchedness 
amd misery into the midst of which their in- 
vestigations led them they had been coti- 
fronted at évéery step the Daneful effeets 
produced by the trafiic in intoxicating drinks. . 
A mass of facts, many of then of a startling 
character, had Contirined even to superfinity 
the truth of the old deelatation of preachers, 
physicians, Judges, and philanthropists t 
the passion for strong drink in its tearful 
might sooner or later lead its victims to de- 
struetion, “in that it weakens their spiritual 
pewers, blufits their perceptions of tight and 
wrong, undermines health and strength of 
body, produces a feeling of indifterenee with 
reference to home duties and the interests of 
the family, and in homes which would other- 
wise be happy ones ends in coldness and dis- 
cord between husband and wife, neglect of 
children, and at last a misery which wraps 
thei all ‘in its wretchied embrace.” 

To overcoine stich an @hemy, which has in 
its train poverty, want, and crime, would re- 
quire 4 colmunity to put forth all the ability 
and meails at its command. Without any 
doubt there are other reasons besides a coarse 
and depraved appetite which lead to tlie use 
of intoxicants. Said the committee: 

“itisone of thé dangerous qualities of 
brandy that it gives, if only for a short time 
new warmth to the ehilled and poorly-clad 
body, stills the gnawings of hunger, spurs 
the sinking powers to new endeavor, so that 
the laborer who livesin a state of eonstant 
deprivation and toll looks upon these effects 
as proof of its excellence and usefulness, and 
as vo ay reason for using it at first mod- 
erately and afterwards with ati increasing 
and dangerous frequency.” 

The Swedish law of Jan. 15, 1865, for the 
regulation of the manufacture of brandy, 
formed the foundation of the proposal made 
by the committee for meeting this public 
evil. This law had suppressed the house- 
manufacture, which had reached enormous 
proportions in Sweden during the first half 
of the century, While the drinking habit had 
became a national curse. Its distillation was 
now coniined to steam facteries, limited to a 
portion only of each year, atid subjected to a 
heavy. taxation. And while tne ‘eholecalé 
trade retained free the retailing of liquor 
was madé entirely dependent tpon the will 
of the individual communities, which could 

permit, wholly fotbid, limit, and regulate it 
us they might choose, subject to the over- 
sight of the royal ofticials, (Local option). 

This regulauon went direct to the root of 
the evil; and, in the country, put an end to 
it. Previously almost every isolated farm- 
house was at the same time asaloon. Under 
the new régime, ib the year following its in- 
ception, there were in all Sweden, outside of 
the cities only 689 saloons. At present it is 
estimated that, with a population ef twenty- 
five to the square mile, there isin Sweden 
but ohne saloon to 18,000 inhabitants. ut 
the very-thing which had helped the villages 
and hamlets increased the curse in the cities 
to a certain extent, for the country ple 
fled to them in their thirst and hel to fill 
their saloons. So that in 1856, with one-eighth 
of the population of Sweden dwelling i in cities, 
they were provided with 1,912 saloons, as 
against 689 for the other severi-eighths, and 
among those convicted of drunkenness in 
Goteborg a comparatively large number 
of country people was always to be found. 
‘The poorer classes in the cities suffered di- 
reetly, and the wealthy indireetiy, from this 
miassing of the saloons Within their limits 
mote than did the country peopie in general.

Whale fisheries have been profitably car- 
ried en on the northwestern part of the bay 
for twenty years by Americans, and there 
was strong evidence of the existence. of cod. 
The rivers abound with different kinds of 
fish known ‘to commerce, The Churchill 
River, 360 miles in length, ‘is navigable for 
about fifty miles at each end, but navigation 
in the centre is interrupted by rapids pass- 
ing over the solid rocks,- which offer an in- 
surmountable obstacle. : 

Prof. Bell believed the Iludson’s Bay 
was of great commercial importance to 
the northwest territories, with such an 
enormous body of water, situated in the cen- 
tre of the Dominion, and, with its west coast 
as near to Liverpool and Glasgow as Mon- 
treal, he thought it was bound to be the great 
outlet of commerce to the Northwest. As to 
the feasibility of navigation, it had been 
proved by about 730 voyages, which had been 
made through the straits without any loss so 
farasthe straits were concerned. So far 
navigation in the Hudson’s Bay had been 
carried on without the aid of charts or light- 
housés or any proper survey of the coast. It 
was stated by American sailors who were 
engaged in the fisheries that the straits were 
open at all times, and they were entirely clear 
of ice for many months of the year. ile be- 
lieved there would be no difficulty In ship- 
ping the seasun’s produce of grain by rail to 

ts on Hudson’s Bay, and then by steam to 
Carses during the same season. ‘The vessels 
would not be obstructed by shore ice from 
leaving any port on Liudson’s Bay up to the 
middle of November, and after the straits 
were passed there would be no more danger. 
Prof. Bell also gave some interesting in- 
formation as to the mineral and agricultural 
resources of the country. 

TO GATHER INFORMATION. 

QUEBEC, Que., April 7.—[(Special.|]—The 
Geographical Society of Quebec has just ad- 
dressed ‘Sir John A. Macdonald a most ln- 
portant memorial. The society is now apply- 
ing itseif to the study of the physical geog- 
raphy of the northeast. territory of the Do- 
minion of Canada, with the view of com- 
pleting a line of objective points between the 
waters of the St. Lawrence and the Iludson’s 
Bay, such as Lake St. John, Lake Wistas- 
sini, Rupert’s River, and St. James’ Bay. 
From information gathered from interesting 
reports of the geological survey, as well as 
from hunters and other sources, the society 
has reason to believe there are clay lands to 
the north of the Province of Quebec fit for 
the establishment of parishes, but the extent 
of which is not known to them. Lake Wis- 
tassini is almost wholly unknown. 

it is, however, on record that this lake is 
of much greater size than shown on some 
of our maps, andis not unworthy possibly 
of comparison with some oft the larger Amer- 
ican lakes, and that its minerals and fisherie 
are presumably of great value. The sociery 
strongly recommends that an exploration 
party be sent out this summer to spend 
following winter on Lake Mistassini and 
report in the spring of 1884; that such party 
be under the charge of an experienced sur- 
veyor and an explorer educated in coinmer- 
cial fisheries; provided with ample outfit, 
and with instructions to examine generally 
into the physical geography of the whole 
country from Lake St. John to Hudson’s 
Bay. The society § has ascertained 
that a maximum expenditure of 3500 
per month would cover all expenses, and as

She went 
up-stairs again and went to bed. She felt 
very bad, and everything in ‘the room seemed 
to turn around with her. She did not know 
what had occurred until Mrs. May took hold 
of her and put her out of the room. It was 
also in evidenne that the defendant washed 
the blood off the hatchet after the occur- 
rence, and that when she was taken into cu:+ 
tody she had her night-dress over her other 
clothes, The jury rendered a_ verdict of 
guilty. ;

A Temporary Injunction Granted in 
the Lake-Front Case. 


More Suits for Viaduct Damages—The

A motion for temporary injunction was

Counsel Winston for the city. he 
substance of the bill was stated by Mr. Burry, 
but no arguments were had as Mr. Winston 
agreed that an injunction might issue against 
the Trade and Labor Assembly and that the 
city should issue no more permits to any 
parties to occupy any of the Lake Front until 
final hearing or until an; argument could be 
heard, as be was not ready tw argue the case 
then. Laterin the day it was agreed the 
case as to the city should be postponed until 
the 23d inst. No bond was required of the 
complainant, the suit being in the nature of 
an action in behalf of the public at large 
rather than a private case.

Aitter Heavy Damages. 

Judge Hawesis engaged in hearing the 
five casesof E. J. Fox et al., Thomas Car- 
bine, Alice Miller et al., Louis Heintz, and 
Flora Goodman against the City of Chicago 
and others, to recover an aggregate of $30,000 
damages, caused. by the erection of the via- 
ducts over Llalsted, Desplaines, and Union 
streets and Milwaukee avenue.

‘The trial of the case of James R. Doolittie 

r. against Jacob Forsythe for $75,000 attor- 
ney’s fees was resumed in Judge Blodgett’s 
court yesterday. The plaintiff was on the 
tand all the forenoon, and explained the nat- 
ire of his claims against the defendant for 
settling up a judgment of $700 in the case of 
Edwards against Forsythe: for settling the 
suit of Banks against Forsythe; for legal ad- 
vice in the case of Huff agatnst Caroline For- 
sythe; for settling the suit of the American 
Exchange’ Bank against Caroljne Forsythe 
for $5,000; for defeating the ‘attempts of 
aman named Kreuter to build a road across 
Forsythe’s land; for drawing the mortgage 
from W. W. Green to Caroline Forsythe; 
and for settiing the Ord-Liorn claim, Daniel 
li. Horn, of Hyde Park, was Forsythe’s 
agent for negotiating the sale of the East 
Chicago tract. He claimed $50,000 for his 
services, but afterward reduced his claim to 
$10,000. Before it conld be paid, Joseph 
Ord claimed that he had done the work and 
was entitled to the $10,000.

She 
also charges he has been guilty of adulter 
with other women, and that he has repeated- 
ly struck and beaten her. She has endured 
his cruelty and insults because she is 58 years 
old, poor, and triendless. He is the owner 
of a farm of 200 acres in Lyons, and is worth 
$50,000 or $60,000, and slie asks that he may 
be compelled to support her, and that the 
marriage may be dissolved.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 9.—[{Special.]—
